Forest fires in Shelby County 
during February of this year in- 
creased to some extent over pre- 
vious months during the past fall 
and winter fire season, says Char- 
ley Stuckey, Forest Ranger for 
Shelby County. 

During the calendar year 1961, 
Shelby County reported 140 forest 
fires burning a total of 2,577

acres. This figure amounted to 
0.68 % of the forest land burning 
in the county. Forest lands in the 
county comprise about 75% of the 
eee acreage of land. Estimates 
place this county with approxi- 
mately 380,600 acres in woods. 

It stands number 9 on the list 
of counties in the state having the 
largest number of wild forest fires 
and 15 on the list of having the 
|largest per cent acreage of forest 
land burned. This is some im- 
provement, for at one time this 
county was number 6 on the list 
| of having the most wild woods 
fires. 

Looking back over the past few 
months, we find that 3 fires oc- 
|cured in September, 25 in October, 
ne in November, 15 in December, 
2 in January and 30 in: February.

|thing when the wind is blowing 
|hard. Construct wide firebreaks 
around any burning to be done 
and report your burning to your 
County Forestry Department.

AUBURN, Ala. - - The farm 
income outlook for 1962 looks as 
bright as that of last year. 

Auburn University Extension 
Service Economist Foy Helms 
says that the realized national net 
farm income last year was about 
$12.7 billion and the gross amount 
totaled about $35 billion. 


The specialist points out that 
about the same situation is expec- 
ted this year. Total cash receipts 
from farm marketings, plus gov- 
ernment payments are likely to

be a little larger than prospects 
for last year. Production expenses 
are expected to rise slightly, so 
that net farm income will likely 
be near or slightly above the $12.7 
billion level of last year. 

But, says Helms many Alabama 
farmers won’t share this bright 
outlook. “Many of them say they 
won't plant any cotton this year 
and hog producers indicate that 
they will farrow six per cent few- 
er sows than last year.”

100 Years Ago |; 


OFFICIAL CRITICISM 


Confederate officials received 
much criticism in early 1862. This 
included the President, Vice-Pres- 
ident and the Congress. 

Only one week after inaugura- 


tion ceremonies for President Jef- | 


ferson Davis, criticism of his work 
or some stated “lack of work”, 
was prevalent. On March 1, 1862, 
Mrs. Mary Boykin Chestnut, the 
South Carolina diarist, wrote, “In 
Columbia I do not know a half 
dozen men who would not gaily 
step into Jeff Davis’ shoes with 
firm conviction that they would 
do better in every respect than 
he does.” 

Perhaps some criticism of Pres- 
ident Davis was due to friction 
within the administration. Vice- 
President A. H. Stephens was 
charged with “openly opposing 
the administration”. In his dislike 
for Davis, Stephens spent a large 
percentage of his time at his 
Georgia home with his blind, deaf 
dog, Ria, and a half brother, Lin- 
ton. So numerous were his days 
spent in Georgia that his friends 
often begged him to return to 
Richmond and his work. 

And it was almost impossible 
for the Confederate Congress to 
please the people. Secret sessions 
were condemned since people said 
they were entitled to know what 
went on behind closed doors. Yet 
one Georgia editor wrote, “nothing 
but motions to adjourn, tinker the 


jeurrency, or appoint days of fast- 


ing and prayer is done in open 
sessions.” 

As to secret sessions of Con- 
gress, the Richmond Examiner 
said, “The members of the old 
Provisional Congress locked them- 
selves from the newspapers that 
they might drink whisky and give 
their votes, excluded from the ob- 
servation of the world.” 

And even the adjournment of 
the First Congress was criticised. 
Members maintained that the 
work was finished, but people 
charged them with running from 
the enemy, since adjournment co- 
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incided with McClellan’s march on | Richmond.

CAPITOL HILL - - Tacit con- 
gressional developments have been 
apparently fast occuring during 
the past few weeks.

They were talking in the P. O. 
One said Aunt Anna Tubbs was 
low sick. Another asked if Malis- 
sa had come.

Report from Washington

A bill to enlarge the House of 
Representatives by three seats 
was defeated last week following 
controversial and confusing de- 
bate on the In the end, 
House members agreed to send 
the proposal back to the commit- 
tee which had reported it for con- 
sideration. The re-commital action 
means almost certain burial of 
the bill. 

The permanent membership of 
the House of Representatives un- 
der present law is 435. Although 
the number temporarily stands at 
437 to accommodate Alaska and 
Hawaii, the membership is sched- 
uled to revert back after the states 
losing representation as a result 
of the 1960 census have completed 
their redistricting. Alabama is one 
of the 16 states forced to reduce 
their congressional representation 
as a result of population changes 
over the past decade. 

Three of the states scheduled to 
lose seats -- Missouri, Pennsylv- 
ania and Massachusetts =- sought 
a solution to their difficult redis- 
tricting problems by proposing 
that the House be expanded to 
438 seats. The bill rejected by the 
House last week would have as- 
signed the additional seats to 
those three states. 

By the time the measure. reach- 
ed the floor, however, Pennsyl- 
vania and Missouri had resolved 
their redistricting problems, leav- 
ing only Massachusetts facing the 
original delemma. During the de- 
bate, the Pennsylvania delegation 
discovered that passage of the bill 
might force them to run statewide 
in order to gain one extra seat. 
Gradually, the initial friends of 
the bill -- including Speaker Mc- 
Cormack -- began to dessert it. 
Once the Speaker announced his 
dissatisfaction with the measure, 
the House passed the death-deal-

jing recommital motion on a voice 
| vote. 

Critics of the proposal have 
argued since the bill. was intro- 
duced last year that the member- 
ship of the House should not be 
| increased merely to accommodate 
three states and that if any 
changes were made, enough seats 
should be added to take care of 
all the 16 states losing represen- 
tation, 

-- Educational TV Boosted -- 

A bill to stimulate educational 
television was approved on a de- 
cisive vote of 336 to 68 by the 
House members last week. The 
measure, which provides assist- 
ance to states to carry out sur- 
veys and construct telécasting 
facilities, was prompted by hear- 
ings on the use of educational 
television as one way to relieve 
the current teacher shortage. 

In 1952 the government set 
aside channels in the United 
|States for educational purposes, 
hoping that states would devise 
methods of raising standards of 
education through the use of tele- 
vision. However, for a number of 
reasons, mostly financial, only 57 
stations have gone on the air dur- 
ing the past 10 years. Many of 
these have experienced successful 
operations that could be duplica- 
ted by other communities. The 
House-approved legislation is de- 
signed to speed up studies by 
states and communities on the 
feasibility of educational televis- 
ion. 

Alabama stands to benefit from 
the legislation since only three of 
its allotted 15 channels are now 
in operation.

Kicked Off For 1962 


The advantages of participating 
in the 1962 feed grain program 
were outlined by Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Orville L. Freeman in | 
a —recent-—“kiekoff” meeting be- 
fore farmer-committeemen charg- 
ed with local administration of the 
program. By participating in 1962, | 
‘the Secretary said, farmers will: | 


---continue to reduce the costly 
pileup of feed grains in govern- 
ment ownership. --- take better 
care of our national soil and water 
resources by applying needed con- 
servation measures on cropland 
taken out of intensive corn, grain 
|sorghum, and barley production. 


--- save dollars for every citizen 
{through further reductions in gov- 
‘ernment costs of storing, shipping, 
jand handling government-owned 
' grains. 


--- get income immediately at 
signup time if they wish. 


--- Save a large part of the plant- 
ing and harvesting costs on the 
acreage put into conserving uses. 
--- be assured of price suppori 
on their 1962 production at na- 
tional average prices of $1.20 per 
bushel for corn, $1.93 per hundred- 
| weight for grain sorghum, and 93 
jcents per bushel for barley. 

Farmers, however, were urged 
by Secretary Freeman to “go a 
step beyond” the dollars-and-cents 
advantages of participating in the 
program. 

“Many who participated in last 
year’s program did so in no small 
measure out of a desire to make 
a contribution toward a healthier 
agriculture”, he said. “It is equal- 
ly, if not more important, that we 
have the same public-spirited re- 
sponse to the 1962 program... I 
expect support because the pro- 
gram is active and because feed 
grain farmers want a feed grain 
program, but also because they 
are good citizens cooperating to 
solve a problem.” 


Local signup of farmers wishing 
to take part in the 1962 feed grain 
progra is now under way at ASCS 
County offices. It will extend 
through March 30, 1962.

In Shelby County 


Forest fires in Shelby County 
during February of this year in- 
creased to some extent over pre- 
vious months during the past fall 
and winter fire season, says Char- 
ley Stuckey, Forest Ranger for 
Shelby County. 

During the calendar year 1961, 
Shelby County reported 140 forest 
fires burning a total of 2,577 
acres. This figure amounted to 
0.68 % of the forest land burning 
in the county. Forest lands in the 
county comprise about 75% of the 
total acreage of land. Estimates 
place this county with approxi- 
mately 380,600 acres in woods. 

It stands number 9 on the list 
of counties in the state having the 
largest number of wild forest fires 
and 15 on the list of having the 
largest per cent acreage of forest 
land burned. This is some im- 
provement, for at one time this 
county was number 6 on the list 
of having the most wild woods 
fires. 

Looking back over the past few 
months, we find that 3 fires oc- 
cured in September, 25 in October, 
26 in November, 15 in December, 
2 in January and 30 in: February. 

A number of these fires were 
caused from careless debris burn- 
ers, not realiding fire would es- 
cape from their burning. Some 
were caused from hunters smok- 
ing out game. Some from other 
causes, All could have been pre- 
vented by taking the proper pre- 
cautions. Never try burning any- 
thing when the wind is blowing 
hard. Construct wide firebreaks 
around any burning to be done 
and report your burning to your 
County Forestry Department.

100 Years Ago |; 


OFFICIAL CRITICISM 


Confederate officials received 
much criticism in early 1862. This 
included the President, Vice-Pres- 
ident and the Congress. 

Only one week after inaugura- 


tion ceremonies for President Jef- | 


ferson Davis, criticism of his work 
or some stated “lack of work”, 
was prevalent. On March 1, 1862, 
Mrs. Mary Boykin Chestnut, the 
South Carolina diarist, wrote, “In 
Columbia I do not know a half 
dozen men who would not gaily 
step into Jeff Davis’ shoes with 
firm conviction that they would 
do better in every respect than 
he does.” 

Perhaps some criticism of Pres- 
ident Davis was due to friction 
within the administration. Vice- 
President A. H. Stephens was 
charged with “openly opposing 
the administration”. In his dislike 
for Davis, Stephens spent a large 
percentage of his time at his 
Georgia home with his blind, deaf 
dog, Ria, and a half brother, Lin- 
ton, So numerous were his days 
spent in Georgia that his friends 
often begged him to return to 
Richmond and his work. 

And it was almost impossible 
for the Confederate Congress to 
please the people. Secret sessions 
were condemned since people said 
they were entitled to know what 
went on behind closed doors. Yet 
one Georgia editor wrote, “nothing 
but motions to adjourn, tinker the 


jcurrency, or appoint days of fast- 


ing and prayer is done in open 
sessions.” 

As to secret sessions of Con- 
gress, the Richmond Examiner 
said, “The members of the old 
Provisional Congress locked them- 
selves from the newspapers that 
they might drink whisky and give 
their votes, excluded from the ob- 
servation of the world.” 

And even the adjournment of 
the First Congress was criticised. 
Members maintained that the 
work was finished, but people 
charged them with running from 
the enemy, since adjournment co-

The permanent membership of 
the House of Representatives un- 
der present law is 435. Although 
the number temporarily stands at 
437 to accommodate Alaska and 
Hawaii, the membership is sched- 
uled to revert back after the states 
losing representation as a result 
of the 1960 census have completed 
their redistricting. Alabama is one 
of the 16 states forced to reduce 
their congressional representation 
as a result of population changes 
over the past decade. 

Three of the states scheduled to 
lose seats -- Missouri, Pennsylv- 
ania and Massachusetts =- sought 
a solution to their difficult redis- 
tricting problems by proposing 
that the House be expanded to 
438 seats. The bill rejected by the 
House last week would have as- 
signed the additional seats to 
those three states. 

By the time the measure. reach- 
ed the floor, however, Pennsyl- 
vania and Missouri had resolved 
their redistricting problems, leav- 
ing only Massachusetts facing the 
original delemma. During the de- 
bate, the Pennsylvania delegation 
discovered that passage of the bill 
might force them to run statewide 
in order to gain one extra seat. 
Gradually, the initial friends of 
the bill -- including Speaker Mc- 
Cormack -- began to dessert it. 
Once the Speaker announced his 
dissatisfaction with the measure, 
the House passed the death-deal-

-- Educational TV Boosted -- 

A bill to stimulate educational 
television was approved on a de- 
cisive vote of 336 to 68 by the 
House members last week. The 
measure, 
ance to states to carry out sur- 
veys and construct telecasting 
facilities, was prompted by hear- 
ings on the use of educational 
television as one way to relieve 
the current teacher shortage. 

In 1952 the government set 
aside channels in the United 
States for educational purposes, 
hoping that states would devise 
methods of raising standards of 
education through the use of tele- 
vision. However, for a number of 
reasons, mostly financial, only 57 
stations have gone on the air dur- 
ing the past 10 years. Many of 
these have experienced successful 
operations that could be duplica- 
ted by other communities. The 
House-approved legislation is de- 
signed to speed up studies by 
states and communities on the 
feasibility of educational televis- 
ion. 

Alabama stands to benefit from 
the legislation since only three of 
its allotted 15 channels are now 
in operation.

were outlined by Secretary of Ag- 


riculture Orville L. Freeman in | 


a —recent-—“kiekoff” meeting he- 
fore farmer-committeemen charg- 
ed with local administration of the 
program. By participating in 1962, 
ithe Secretary said, farmers will: 


---continue to reduce the costly 
pileup of feed grains in govern- 
ment ownership. --- take better 
care of our national soi] and water 
resources by applying needed con- 
servation measures on cropland 
taken out of intensive corn, grain 
|sorghum, and barley production. 


--- save dollars for every citizen 
through further reductions in gov- 
ernment costs of storing, shipping, 
jand handling government-owned 
grains. 


--- get income immediately at 
signup time if they wish. 


--- Save a large part of the plant- 
ing and harvesting costs on the 
acreage put into conserving uses. 
--- be assured of price support 
on their 1962 production at na- 
tional average prices of $1.20 per 
bushel for corn, $1.93 per hundred- 
weight for grain sorghum, and 93 
}cents per bushel for barley. 

Farmers, however, were urged 
by Secretary Freeman to “go a 
step beyond” the dollars-and-cents 
|advantages of participating in the 
program. 

“Many who participated in last 
year’s program did so in no small 
measure out of a desire to make 
a contribution toward a healthier 
agriculture”, he said. “It is equal- 
ly, if not more important, that we 
have the same public-spirited re- 
sponse to the 1962 program... I 
expect support because the pro- 
gram is active and because feed 
grain farmers want a feed grain 
program, but also because they 
are good citizens cooperating to 
solve a problem.” 

Local signup of farmers wishing 
to take part in the 1962 feed grain 
progra is now under way at ASCS 
County offices. It will extend 
through March 30, 1962.

last week passed by voice vote a/| 


b.il to revise and extend federal 
public assistance 
and cnild welfare programs. At 
the same time, they wrote into 
the measure several guarantees 
of freedom of action by the states. 
The vote was 319 to 69. 

The bill consists of amendments 
to the public assistance and child 
welfare programs of the Social 
Security Act. The changes grew 
out of criticism that the Act, en- 
acted in 1935, was inadequate to 
meet the welfare requirements of 
the 1960’s. An equally important 
consideration was the prevention 
of some long-standing abuses in 
the programs, particularly the 
one dealing with aid to dependent 
children, 

The heart of the new bill, and 
the part which aroused the most 
controversy, is the increase from 
50 to 75 per cent of the federal 
share of funds for service costs 
in old age assistance, aid to fam- 


participation in 


ilies with dependent children, aid | 


to the blind and aid to the totally 
disabled. In the pasts, the states 
and federal government shared 
these costs equally. 

It was argued that this propor- 
tion would encourage the states 
to streamline the administration 
of these programs and orient them 
toward rehabilitation whenever 
possible so that the individual 
could get off the relief rolls. In 
this sense, the bill complemented

If the state chooses, it may give 
counseling service to the violators.

The only limit on state authori- 
y is that the action taken must 
ve specifically provided for by 
state law and must be in the best 
snterests of the child. 

Another important provision of 
| the bill would provide matching 
‘funds to families where the chil- 
dren are in need because of un- 
|employment of the father or both 
| pasiaitie Prior to May of 1961, 
|\when a temporary exception was 
‘made for this, 
were limited to families where 
need was due to death or absence 
oi the parent. This had the effect

.hers to leave home so that their | 


hildven could receive assistance, 
thus depriving the children of 
needed parental guidance. 

In all these cases where federal 
funds are available, it is the state 
agency which actually determines 
whether the individual is in need.

Fallout Shelter Survey /Revival To Be Held {County Invests Funds 
‘At Liberty Church 


Montgomery, Ala., March 21. 
The Fallout Shelter Survey has 
progressed satisfac-orily over Ala- 
bama and many buildings suitable 
for_shelter use have been located 
by the Arehitect-Engineer firms 
conducting the surveys, under 
contracts with the United States 
Army Engineers, Mobile District. 
A substantial number of Fallout 
|Shelters have been discovered here 
in Shelby County, aecording to 
information recently released by 
Bobby J. Blalock, Director, Civil 
Defense Department, State of 
Alabama, which has been corrob- 
orated by Homer J. Walton, co- 
ordinator for Shelby County. Di- 


cating structures that are consid- 
ered to be of fallout shelter ca- 
pacity. He said that the Federal 
Government was doing its part 
and that it now was the responsi- 
bility of local key Civil Defense 
authorities and public officials to 
cooperate fully. 

The original survey, designed 
to locate buildings or habitable 
caves that will provide shielding 
qualities against radioactive fall- 
out, with each location capable of 
accommodating at least 50 people, 
is nearing completion. Printed 
agreements are now being dis- 
tributed locally for signature of 
the owners of the properties in- 
volved, and the local Civil Defense 
authority. When these agreements 
have been signed they should in- 
clude all shelter areas available 


for the public in Shelby County. |~ 


They will also indicate that own- 
ers of such buildings are cooper- 
ating in the program designed to 
save human lives should our coun- 
try be attacked with nuclear wea- 
pons, 

The agreements being distribu- 
ted for signature of owners and 
public authority give the Federal 
government, the State of Ala- 
bama, and the local political sub- 
divisions permission to use the 
described building or structure 
for temporary shelters, during, 
and after, every attack, and to 
affix signs thereto indicating such 
areas are public fallout shelters. 
Director Blalock ‘stated that the 
Civil Defense Department of Ala- 
bama was cooperating fully with 
the United States Army Engin- 
eers in expediting the shelter sur- 
vey and local Civil Defense au- 
thorities were assisting in getting 
all of the occupancy agreements 
signed. He further stated that the

bama was ready to render any 
possible service to Civil Defense 
authorities and public officials 
that might be found to be neces- 
sary.

The $30,000 medical facility has

The House of Representatives 
last week passed by voice vote a 
b.il to revise and extend federal 
participation in public assistance 
and caild welfare programs. At 
the same time, they wrote into 
the measure several guarantees 
of freedom of action by the states. 
The vote was 319 to 69, 

The bill consists of amendments 
to the public assistance and child 
welfare programs of the Social 
Security Act. The changes grew 
out of criticism that the Act, en- 
acted in 1935, was inadequate to 
meet the welfare requirements of 
the 1960’s. An equally important 
consideration was the prevention 
of some long-standing abuses in 
the programs, particularly the 
one dealing with aid to dependent 
children. 

The heart of the new bill, and 
the part which aroused the most 
controversy, is the increase from 
50 to 75 per cent of the federal 
share of funds for service costs 
in old age assistance, aid to fam- 
ilies with dependent children, aid 
to the blind and aid to the totally 
disabled. In the pasts, the states 
and federal government shared 
these costs equally. 

It was argued that this propor- 
tion would encourage the states 
to streamline the administration 
of these programs and orient them 
toward rehabilitation whenever 
possible so that the individual 
could get off the relief rolls. In 
this sense, the bill complemented

employment of the father or both 
| parents, Prior to May of 1961, 
|\when a temporary exception was 
‘made for this,

In all these cases where federal 
funds are available, it is the state 
agency which actually determines

Fallout Shelter Survey |Revival To Be Held [County Invests Funds 


Montgomery, Ala., March 21. 
The Fallout Shelter Survey has 
progressed satisfac.ovily over Ala- 
bama and many buildings suitable 
for_shelter use have been located 
by the Arehitect-Engineer firms 
conducting the surveys, under 
contracts with the United States 
Army Engineers, Mobile District. 
A substantial number of Fallout 
| Shelters have been discovered here 
in Shelby County, aecording to 
information recently released by 
Bobby J. Blalock, Director, Civil 
Defense Department, State of 
Alabama, which has been corrob- 
orated by Homer J. Walton, co- 
ordinator for Shelby County. Di- 
Pea Blalock stated that the 
Federal Government had _ spent 


cating structures that are consid- 
ered to be of fallout shelter ca- 
pacity. He said that the Federal 
Government was doing its part 
and that it now was the responsi- 
bility of local key Civil Defense 
authorities and public officials to 
cooperate fully. 

The original survey, designed 
to locate buildings or habitable 
caves that will provide shielding 
qualities against radioactive fall- 
out, with each location capable of 
accommodating at least 50 people, 
is nearing completion. Printed 
agreements are now being dis- 
tributed locally for signature of 
the owners of the properties in- 
volved, and the local Civil Defense 
authority.

In a recent issue of the Shelby County Reporter, | was pleased to 
introduce myself and solicit your support to my candidacy for the Senate 
in the forthcoming primary.

On thres s3.1rats oczasi>1s, at t12 request of the school, | have 
appeared before the legislative appropriations committee for Atburn 
University. My statewide acquaintanceships in both the legislature and 
Senate were of unquestionable assistance in each case. 

In the last three or four weeks, | have made 't a pint to g> to the 
people who are most intimate with the actual needs in our District and 
those are the principals in the schools. Certainly | have not seen them all, 
but I intend to make an effort to speak with every one of them. It is dis- 
couraging to discover that some of the most basic needs for the operation 
of the schools are not available, such as, funds to pay the light bills, in- 
adequate furnishings in lunch rooms, no facilities for playgrounds other 
than open fields, no indoor recreational facilities for children and many 
others. The size of the problem is tremendous but it would be my hope 
that | can be instrumental in curing a good part of thee shortcomings 
during my tenure of office. The people of th's district owe it to themselves 
t> talk to their own principals in their towns and communities and attend 
the PTA meetings and in general become aware personally of the terrible 
problems that our schools are facing. Every day we read of the increases 
which are unquestionably coming in school enrollments and we should be 
getting ready. 

My interest in education didn’t start with this race. The above facts 
are full proof of my full awareness and active concern with education. The - 
future of Alabama and of the United States depends almost entirely on the 
training and education we provide for our children.

In order to assist the thousands 
of property owners who suffered 
extensive losses as a result of the 
recent tidal storm along the East 
Coast of the United States, the 
House of Representatives approved 
legislation last week that will en- 
able them to write off losses in 
income tax reports they will file 
this year. Normally, such losses 
could not have been deducted until 
income tax returns were filed in 
1963. Those affected by the legis- 
lation include residential property 
owners as well as the proprietors 
of commercial] establishments. 

The bill passed by the House 
also enables persons with large 
losses to file amended income tax 
reports for the last three years. 
This will make them eligible for 
lump-sum tax refunds that they 
can apply to rebuilding costs. 

The President has Aso request- 
ed $25 million in emergency funds 
to help restore roads, bridges and 
other public facilities in the storm- 
hit areas. 

In the meantime, the Army 
Corps of Engineers is undertak- 
ing surveys to determine how the 
severe beach damage, which ex- 
tends from Cape Fear, N C., to 
Atlantic Beach, N. J., can best be 
repaired. 

The tidal storm that battered 
the Atlantic seaboard two weeks 
ago was the worst in decades in 
its impact on the coastline. As a 
result, the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey will have to redraw their 


maps of the region. Minor dam- |_ 


age was done all the way down 
to the tip of Florida. 

The income tax relief bill clear- 
ed the Senate on Monday. On 
Wednesday, the House gave its 
approval and sent it to the Presi- 
dent. 

— Bomber Dispute — 


In other legislative activity last 
week, House members unanimous- 
ly approved a $13 billion defense 
authorization bill after a compro- 
mise was finally reached on the 
question of how to treat the long- 
range bomber program. 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee had sought to channel ad- 


ditional funds into the so-called 


RS-70 program to accelerate pro- 


duction of long-range bombers, | 


while the Administration had 
hoped to curtail the program in 
order to place more emphasis on 
the intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile. 

The central issue in the dispute 
concerned the RS-70 bomber — | 
the supersonic, high-altitude craft 
designed to travel over 2.000 miles 
per hour. The Administration con- 
tends that advances in anti-air- 
craft missiles by the Russians as 
well as our own growing strength 
in offensive rocket power may 
make the RS-70 obsolete, or at 
least less effective, by the time 
the bomber could reach full pro- 
duction stage. 


A compromise was reached when 
the Administration agreed to ex- 
pend more funds on the contro- 
versial plane if a proposed new 
study shows the program war- 
rants expansion. The agreement 
reached prevented a_ predicted 
showdown vote on the issue during 
consideration of the defense au- 
thorization bill in the House. 


GET BUSY ON THOSE 
SPOTS BEFORE YOUR EYES 


| AUBURN, Ala. -- If you see 
; black spots before your eyes when 
you look at those prize roses, 
you’d better get busy. Chances 
are they’re no illusion. 

It might be a disease appropri- 
ately called black spot. And if it 
is, it means trouble, says Troy 
Keeble, Auburn University Exten- 
sion Service horticulturist. 

The first noticeable symptoms 
are small purplish or dark gray 
spots on the rose leavse, of which 
the newly opening blooms are the 
most susceptible. The spots in- 
crease in size and darkness of 
color, and after a few days the 
surrounding area becomes yellow. 


Black spot can cause complete 
defoliation if not checked, states 
Keeble. He says the best control 
is prevention, and recommends a 
weekly dust or spray schedule.

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RRECORDS GOOD REMEDY 
FOR INCOME TAX 
HEADACHES 


AUBURN, Ala. — Let’s keep 
those home records straight. 

Sidney Bell of the Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension Service. points 
out that this is the time of the 
year when many of us are fired 
with determination to get better 
organized — particularly -as_ in- 
come tax time draws near. We're 
nudged to keep financial records 
and other important family an: 
personal documents up-to-date and 
in sensible order. 

Do you keep copies of former 
income tax returns, plus a!l perti- 
nent current data, filed neatly in 
one place? Setting up a simple 
but well-kept system can make 
your yearly accounting to the fed- 
eral government, and possibly to 
your state government, much 
easier. It may also save you and 
perhaps your spouse both time 
and temper each spring. 

Bell says that just a simple set 
of labeled manila folders or large

envelopes, updated with reason- 
able regularity, can lighten record- 
keeping problems_confronting the 
average family. . 

Some of the family’s paper pos- 
sessions — negotiable securities, 
for instant — are safer in a 
safety deposit box than in the 
home. Even so, an inventory of 
the contents of the safety deposit 
box, plus information about the 
box itself and who has access to 
it, should be in the home file. 

If a person feels he can’t afford 
a safety deposit box, the next best 
thing is a metal box which has a 
lock on it or which will take a 
small, padlock. The metal box for 
home use may or may not be fire- 
proof, so it should be put where 
it can be rescued quickly in case 
of fire. 

Bell adds that it’s also a good 
‘dea to make duplicate lists of 
the contents of the box se you'll 
know serial numbers, policy num- 
bers, names, addresses and other 
pertinent information in case of 
fire or theft. 


FARM REPORT: 
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Here’s what the experts recommend 
for cotton and corn fertilization 
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COTTON (humid areas) 


Part of the total nitrogen requirement should 
be applied as sidedressing—it hetps cut down 
nitrogen loss by leaching, particularly on sandy 
soils. The nitrogen should be sidedressed after 
the first cultivation and not later than the early- 
square stage of growth. For consistent effec- 
tiveness, apply the nitrogen far enough to the 
side of the row to avoid mechanical root injury, 
and deep enough so it will not be disturbed by 
later cultivation. Tests show that deep place- 
ment is very good in dry years. If potash is 
applied as sidedressing, place it at the edge of 
the root zone, two to three inches below the 
normal cultivation depth, and just prior to 
early-square formation. Where leaching is no 
problem, potash can be applied safely at plant- 
ing time or before. Many farmers, especially 


fertilizer such as 15-06-15. 
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Ammonium Sulfate 
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CORN 


Additional nitrogen should be applied as side- 
dressing when the corn is about knee-high, or 
five to eight weeks after planting. Place the 
sidedressing at the most convenient spot be- 
tween rows. On sloping land it’s important to 
cover the fertilizer with cultivated soil to pre- 
vent any loss by surface runoff water. 

Be sure to have the soil tested to determine the 
lime and mixed fertilizer needs for both crops.

Veterans Can Borrow|Ralph Smith Named 


On Gl Insurance 


Veterans holding permanent type 
GI insurance should consider bor- 
rowing on the cash value of the 
policy rather than cashing in the 
policy when confronted with a fi- 
nancial emergency. 


The Veterans Administration 
said today that apparently most 
veteran-policyholders have forgot- 
ten about the loan provision on 
their permanent type policies, 
which was one of the many de- 
sirable features which prompted 
them to convert their original 
5-year term policies many years 
ago. 

The GI policyholder may bor- 
row up to 94 percent of the cash 
surrender value of his permanent 
type policy and the policy remains 
in effect, although the protection 
is reduced until the loan is repaid, 
John D. Chapman, Contact Officer 
at the VA Regional Office im 
Montgomery, erplained. Only GI 
term insurance has no loan value, 
he added, but the six types of 
permanent plans available carry 
the loan provision. 

Once the GI policy is surrender- 
ed for the ful! cash value, ail pro- 
tection ceases forever because the 
law prohibits a veteran taking out 
GI insurance again, Chapman ex- 
plained. 

Policy loans can be repaid in 
any multiple of $5. Interest is 
computed on the unpaid balance 
and is due annually on the anni- 
versary date of the loan. Should 
the veteran die before repaying 
the loan in full, the unpaid bal- 
ance is deducted from the policy 
proceeds before the beneficiaries 
are paid.

Wanted: 1,000 more registered :

And within five years, the 3,450 | 
RN’s working in the state’s 131 
hospitals must be upped 50 per 
cent. 

These are the findings of a sur- 
vey conducted by a leading medi- | 
cal equipment producer, the NCG 
division of Chemetron Corpora- 
tion, Chicago.

You don’t have to wait for warm 
weather and green shoots to get 
started on spring care for trees 
and ornamental shrubbery. In 
fact, by the time weather turns 
warm and things look green, it 
may be too late (or you may be 
too busy) to do some of the things 
that can be done early. 

Pruning and control of over- 
wintering insects go well together. 
As you examine your trees and 
plants to decide where to make 
your pruning cuts, you can also 
look for evidence of scale insects 
and mites that have lain dormant 
through the winter. To get a head 
start on those insects you can use 
a dormant oil spray before the 
foliage appears, or an old and 


DON’T REDUCE DOSAGE IN 
COTTONSEED TREATMENT 


AUBURN, Ala. -- Treating cot- 
tonseed with inadequate dose of 
fungicide is a risky business. 

Growers need to understand the 
reason for putting an effective 
dosage on the seed, explains Mle- 
vin-—Moorer;—-Auburn— University 
Extension Service seed marketing 
specialist. 

It’s impossible to know the de- 
gree of cottonseed deterioration 
due to moisture content and the 
weather or soil conditions follow- 
ing planting. So it’s extremely im- 
portant to apply adequate dosages 
of seed treatment fungicides. 

“The real value of good seed 
treatment is the protection it 
gives against diseases during per- 
iods of cold, wet weather right 
after planting,” points out Moorer.

should always use the recommend- 
ed dosage that will-give the” best 
disease control under bad weather 
conditions, where the soil is badly 
infected, or when partially deteri- 
orated seed may be highly suscep- 
tible to disease attack. 

Applications of treatment should 
be made at the rate recommended 
by the manufacturer, 

According to the Extension spe- 
cialist, a good supply of high qual- 
ity genetically pure cotton seed 
are available for 1962. He recom- 
mends that farmers use certified 
or registered seed with a germi- 
nation of at least 80 per cent for 
this year’s planting.

In order to assist the thousands 
of property owners who suffered 
extensive losses as a result of the 
recent tidal storm along the East 
Coast of the United States, the 
House of Representatives approved 
legislation last week that will en- 
able them to write off losses in 
income tax reports they will file 
this year. Normally, such losses 
could not have been deducted until 
income tax returns were filed in 
1963. Those affected by the legis- 
lation include residential property 
owners as well as the proprietors 
of commercial] establishments. 

The bill passed by the House 
also enables persons with large 
losses to file amended income tax 
reports for the last three years. 
This will make them eligible for 
lump-sum tax refunds that they 
can apply to rebuilding costs. 

The President has Aso request- 
ed $25 million in emergency funds 
to help restore roads, bridges and 
other public facilities in the storm- 
hit areas. 

In the meantime, the Army 
Corps of Engineers is undertak- 
ing surveys to determine how the 
severe beach damage, which ex- 
tends from Cape Fear, N C., to 
Atlantic Beach, N. J., can best be 
repaired. 

The tidal storm that battered 
the Atlantic seaboard two weeks 
ago was the worst in decades in 
its impact on the coastline. As a 
result, the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey will have to redraw their 
maps of the region. Minor dam- 
age was done all the way down 
to the tip of Florida. 

The income tax relief bill clear- 
ed the Senate on Monday. On 
Wednesday, the House gave its 
approval and sent it to the Presi- 
dent.

The Administration con- 
tends that advances in anti-air- 
craft missiles by the Russians as 
well as our own growing strength 
in offensive rocket power may 
make the RS-70 obsolete, or at 
least less effective, by the time 
the bomber could reach ful] pro- 
duction stage. 


A compromise was reached when 
the Administration agreed to ex- 
pend more funds on the contro- 
versial plane if a proposed new 
study shows the program war- 
rants expansion. The agreement 
reached prevented a_ predicted 
showdown vote on the issue during 
consideration of the defense au- 
thorization bill in the House. 


GET BUSY ON THOSE 
SPOTS BEFORE YOUR EYES 


AUBURN, Ala. -- If you see 
black spots before your eyes when 
you look at those prize roses, 
you’d better get busy. Chances 
are they’re no illusion. 

It might be a disease appropri- 
ately called black spot. And if it 
is, it means trouble, says Troy 
Keeble, Auburn University Exten- 
sion Service horticulturist. 

The first noticeable symptoms 
are small purplish or dark gray 
spots on the rose leavse, of which 
the newly opening blooms are the 
most susceptible. The spots in- 
crease in size and darkness of 
color, and after a few days the 
surrounding area becomes yellow. 


Black spot can cause complete 
defoliation if not checked, states 
Keeble. He says the best control 
is prevention, and recommends a 
weekly dust or spray schedule.

RRECORDS GOOD REMEDY 
FOR INCOME TAX 
HEADACHES 


AUBURN, Ala. — Let’s keep 
those home records straight. 

Sidney Bell of the Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension Service. points 
out that this is the time of the 
year when many of us are fired 
with determination to get better 
organized — particularly -as_in- 
come tax time draws near. We're 
nudged to keep financial records 
and other important family an: 
personal documents up-to-date and 
in sensible order. 

Do you keep copies of former 
income tax returns, plus a!l perti- 
nent current data, filed neatly in 
one place? Setting up a simple 
but well-kept system can make 
your yearly accounting to the fed- 
eral government, and possibly to 
your state government, much 
easier. It may also save you and 
perhaps your spouse both time 
and temper each spring. 

Bell says that just a simple set 
of labeled manila folders or large 
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envelopes, updated with reason- 
able regularity, can lighten record- 
keeping problems confronting the 
average family. . 

Some of the family’s paper pos- 
sessions — negotiable securities, 
for instant — are safer in a 
safety deposit box than in the 
home. Even so, an inventory—-of 
the contents of the safety deposit 
box, plus information about the 
box itself and who has access to 
it, should be in the home file. 

If a person feels he can’t afford 
a safety deposit box, the next best 
thing is a metal box which has a 
lock on it or which will take a 
small, padlock. The metal box for 
home use may or may not be fire- 
proof, so it should be put where 
it can be rescued quickly in case 
of fire. 

Bell adds that it’s also a good 
‘dea to make duplicate lists of 
the contents of the box se you'll 
know serial numbers, policy num- 
bers, names, addresses and other 
pertinent information in case of 
fire or theft. 
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FARM REPORT: 
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Here's what the experts recommend 


for cotton and corn fertilization 
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COTTON (humid areas) 


Part of the total nitrogen requirement should 
be applied as sidedressing—it hetps cut down 
nitrogen loss by leaching, particularly on sandy 
soils. The nitrogen should be sidedressed after 
the first cultivation and not later than the early- 
square stage of growth. For consistent effec- 
tiveness, apply the nitrogen far enough to the 
side of the row to avoid mechanical root injury, 
and deep enough so it will not be disturbed by 
later cultivation. Tests show that deep place- 
ment is very good in dry years. If potash is 
applied as sidedressing, place it at the edge of 
the root zone, two to three inches Below the 
normal cultivation depth, and just prior to 
early-square formation. Where leaching is no 
problem, potash can be applied safely at plant- 
ing time or before. Many farmers, especially 


fertilizer such as 15-0-15, 
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Ammonium Sulfate © 
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Pid Pats 


Additional nitrogen should be applied as side- 
dressing when the corn is about knee-high, or 
five to eight weeks after planting. Place the 
sidedressing at the most convenient spot be- 
tween rows. On sloping land it’s important to 
cover the fertilizer with cultivated soil to pre- 
vent any loss by surface runoff water. 

Be sure to have the soil tested to determine the 
lime and mixed fertilizer needs for both crops.

Veterans holding permanent type 
GI insurance should consider bor- 
rowing on the cash value of the 
policy rather than cashing in the 
policy when confronted with a fi- 
nancial emergency. 


The Veterans Administration 
said today that apparently most 
veteran-policyholders have forgot- 
ten about the loan provision on 
their permanent type policies, 
which was one of the many de- 
sirable features which prompted 
them to convert their original 
5-year term policies many years 
ago. 

The GI policyholder may bor- 
row up to 94 percent of the cash 
surrender value of his permanent 
type policy and the policy remains 


in effect, although the protection |

Once the GI policy is surrender- 
ed for the ful! cash value, ail pro- 
tection ceases forever because the 
law prohibits a veteran taking out 
GI insurance again, Chapman ex- 
plained. 

Policy loans can be repaid in 
any multiple of $5. Interest is 
computed on the unpaid balance 
and is due annually on the anni- 
versary date of the loan. Should 
the veteran die before repaying 
the loan in full, the unpaid bal- 
ance is deducted from the policy 
proceeds before the beneficiaries 
are paid.

This week in 1862, the Battle of 
Shiloh was a great loss and the 
South began to take inventory as 
to~the-eause—of losing-the—battle. 
Among the questions raised were: 
Why was the battle started on 
Sunday? And if started, why did 
troops rest overnight on Sunday 
rather than give the final drive 
before Union re-enforcement ar- 
rived? 

No Sunday battle thus far had

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SHRUBS GUIDE 
CRABGRASS PROGRAM 

Crabgrass can usually be stop- 
ped any time before forsythias 
lose their blossoms, but by the 
time purple lilacs drop, it may be 
too late. Throughout much of the 
United States, seedling crabgrass 
appears during the period between 
forsythia and lilac blossom drop. 
By the time you can see crab- 
grass, it is not easy to kill chemi- 
cally without injuring desirable 
lawn grasses. 

Each single mature crabgrass 


000 seeds during the growing sea- 
son, and these seeds can sprout 
and grow after lying dormant in 
the soil for many years. An 
average untreated lawn may con- 
tain from 10 to 12 crabgrass 


plants per square foot by mid- 


summer. 

Studies in recent years have 
demonstrated that the most ef- 
fective method of crabgrass con- 
trol is to prevent the seeds from 
germinating, and keep the seed- 
lings from getting estoblished.

| MULTIPLICATION, WHIZZES 


AUBURN, Ala. -- All those 
jokes about the fast-producing 
rabbit need to be updated. When 
it comes to the fast-and-furious 
offspring field, rabbits can’t touch 
that common pest, the housefly. 

But—thesubject’s_not as funny 
when you're talking about flies 
as when you repeat an oft-told 
bunny yarn. In fact it’s not funny 
at all. 

One female fly may lay as 
many as 2,700 eggs in 30 days, 
says Auburn University Extension 
Service Entomologist Jim Buttram 
These eggs are deposited in de- 
caying organic matter and hatch 
within a few hours. After feeding 
for about a week the maggots en- 
ter a pupal stage and emerge as 
adult flies three or four days la- 
ter. Egg-laying starts again with- 
in five or six days. 

Sanitation is the only way to 
stop this fast production line, 
points out Buttram. By removing 
all trash, garbage and other re- 
fuse, and then applying an insec- 
ticide, the phenomenal growth of 
these disease-carrying pests can 
be halted. 


A sound fertilizer program is 
necessary for low-cost feed pro- 
duction.

PRUNE EARLY, =OLLOW 
WITH DORMANT SPRAY 


You don’t have to wait for warm 
weather and green shoots to get 
started on spring care for trees 
and ornamental shrubbery. In 
fact, by the time weather turns 
warm and things look green, it 
may~be~too- late~(or~you-may~be 
too busy) to do some of the things 
that can be done early. 

Pruning and control of over- 
wintering insects go well together. 
As you examine your trees and 
|plants to decide where to make 
your pruning cuts, you can also 
look for evidence of scale insects 
and mites that have lain dormant 
through the winter. To get a head 
start on those insects you can use 
'a dormant oil spray before the 
|foliage appears, or an old and 
jmalathion mixture like Du Pont 
}dormant and summer spray which 
is effective before foliage appears 
and safe to use afterwards.

| If you prune before you spray, 
then you don’t waste spray and 
time on wood that you’re going 
to cut off.

|plant, each cut should be made 
on a slant at a point slightly 
above a bud.

AUBURN, Ala. -- Treating cot- 
tonseed with inadequate dose of 
fungicide is a risky business. 

Growers need to understand the 
reason for putting an effective 
dosage on the seed, explains Mle- 
vin-—Moorer;—Auburn— University 
Extension Service seed marketing 
specialist. 

It’s impossible to know the de- 
gree of cottonseed deterioration 
due to moisture content and the 
weather or soil conditions follow- 
ing planting. So it’s extremely im- 
portant to apply adequate dosages 
of seed treatment fungicides. 

“The real value of good seed 
treatment is the protection it 
gives against diseases during per- 
iods of cold, wet weather right 
after planting,” points out Moorer. 
For this reason, seed processors

Food Sale To Public 
Regulations Explained 


The PREPARATION and SALE 
TO THE PUBLIC of sandwiches, 
boxes, barbecue, cakes, pies, or 
hot dogs, hamburgers, chicken 
any other food; in homes, fair 
booths, community centers, at 
football games, baseball games, 
political rallies, or any other 
place, unless the food and the 
place where the food. is prepared 
has been inspected and approved 
by the County Health Depart- 
ment, is a very dangerous practice 
and is prohibited by law. 

Many foods are subject to rapid 
spoilage, and all foods are easily 
contaminated with disease germs 
unless handled under proper con- 
ditions. There are some 26 diseases 
in addition to the food poisonings 
and intoxications which can be 
transmitted through food, and 
while most of these infections are 
not fatal, they can produce serious 
results, Each year thousands of 
people become ill from consuming 
food that has become contaminat- 
-d with disease germs, and cer- 
vainly this is to be avoided in 
Shelby County at all costs. 

The primary purpose fur the 
existence of civic clubs, PTAs, 
church groups, and so forth, is to 
benefit mankind, and make the 
community a better one to live 
in. The participation of any group 
in fund raising endeavors involv 
ing food, improperly handled, and 
possibly jeoparding the health of 
many people, is a contradiction 
to this purpose. 

Any organization which antic- 
ipates engaging in fund raising 
activities involving food sales are 
urged to contact the Health De- 
partment before hand. It may 
save a lot of grief.

After its unanimous passage on 
aa vote of 345 to 0, the bill was 
sent to the Senate for considera- 
tion. A similar measure was pass- 
ed by the House last year, but 
final action was deferred when 
the Senate added a rider concern- 
ang National Service Life Insur- 
ance, which was objected to by 
the House Veterans Affairs Com- 
mittee. The new bill does not con- 
tain the insurance provisions. 

The House also passed last week 
and sent to the Senate several 
other bills dealing with veterans 
and relating to pensions, hospital- 
ization, claims, orphans’ education, 
and increased compensation for 
blind veterans. 


-Peace Corps Enlarged- 


The Peace Corps was given an 
overwhelming vote of confidence 
Jast week when the House voted 
to approve expansion of the vol- 
wnteer service. The approved leg- 
islation authorizes increasing the 
number of Peace Corps personnel 
either in training or in the field 
from around 3,000 in June of this 
year to over 9,000 in June of 1963.

Amendments To Be 


Voted On May Ist 


In addition to nominating a host 
of-state_and_local candidates, Ala- 
bama’s electorate on May 1,—will 
also decide the fate of eight pro- 
posed amendments to the consti- 
tution. 

Amendment No. 1 is by far the 
most far reaching proposal on the 
ballot, in that it would make some 
sweeping changes in Alabama’s 
voter registration procedure. 

Specifically the amendment 
would create a state board of ex- 
aminers for voter registration -- 
appointed by the Legislative Coun- 
cil. 

Each prospective voter would 
make application with the existing 
county boards of registrars which 
would judicially determine if the 
applicant met the present regula- 
tions to vote — i.e. he is 21 years 
of age, a citizen, a legal resident 
as described by law, can read and 
write and meets character require- 
ments. 

Once these qualifications have 
been met the applicant will be giv- 
en a sealed examination, and this 
exam paper would be sent to the 


state board for grading. 


The examination paper would 
carry no evidence as to the identi- 
ty, sex or race of the voter. In- 
stead the papers would be identi- 
fied by number only. 


An.enabling act which would go 
into, effect if. the amendment is 
tatified permits the periodic 
changing of examinations. This 
would prevent any person from 
memoriding the correct answers. 

The other seven amendments on 
the May 1 ballot are substantially 
less controversial. 

Amendment No. 2 would author- 
ize’any county in Alabama to is- 
sue bonds or other wise go into 
debt in order to purchase voting 
machines. No vote of the’. county 
electorate would be required to 
appreve the indebtedness). aver 
such an obligation crea would 
have to be repaid within 20 years. 

Amendment No. 3 merely seeks 
to allow Alabama cattlemen to 
conduct a referendum among 


themselves to determine if they’ 


wish to have a beef promotion 
program. 

This proposal imposes no tax 
of any sort on cattlemen. If it is 
ratified, catlemen in a particular 
county, if they desire can call an 
election on the question of the 
promotion program. 

If approved, each cattleman 
would be assessed 10 cents per 
head of cattle sold at the stock 
yards with this assessment used 
to finance the program. 

Even if the promotion is approv- 
ed by a majority of cattlemen in 
a given county, the 10 cent assess- 
ment is still voluntary. If a cattle 
owner chooses not participate he 
does not have to. 

A similar “promotion” amend- 
ment. was approved for peanut 
growers several years ago. 

Amendment No. 4 is of vast 
significance to the state’s school 
system. It proposes to allow an 
individual county to increase the 
property tax up to five mills — 
the proceeds earmarked for edu- 
cation — without having such an 
increase first approved state-wide. 

At the present time any county 
which wants to increase property 
taxes for any purpose must first 
secure approval of the voters state 
wide. There are in fact four such 
amendments on the May 1 ballot. 

Amendment No. 4 would strike 
out the statewide requirement as 
far as school taxes are ‘concerned. 
The amendment specifically pro- 
vides that any such county school 
tax would have to have approval 
of the voters involved. 

The final four amendments on 
the ballot are, as previously stated 
local school tax plans which under 
the present constitution must be 
approved by voters through out 
Alabama.

CAPITOL HILL - - It was pre- 
dicted here a few weeks ago that 
either gubernatorial aspirants Mac 
Donald Gallion or Albert Boutwell 
would probably chance the risk of 
catching himself on fire by blast- 
ing the thought-to-be frontrunners 
during the last weeks of this 
governor’s campaign. 


While both of these candidates 
have been criticising Ryan deGraf- 
fenried and George Wallace, Bout- 
well’s activity along these lines | 
has been a bit more pronounced. 
Today, Mr. Boutweli appears to 
no longer be the quiet, sofi-spoken 
politician of years gone by. 

Now he’s gone to preaching! 
He’s presentiy been lasuing out 
against the record of Wallace and 
deGraifenried; for instance, at 
Scottsboro recently the Lt. Gov. | 
said of Wallace: “They call him} 
the fighting judge. All he’s ever 
done is fight against reapportion- 


ment. He’s fighting against your | Willard Livingston’s, 25 -- Walter | 


rights . . . not for them.” 


Then he turned his guns in ano- | 


ther direction, claiming, “There’s 
a senator (apparently deGraffen- 
ried) in this race . . . who never 
got around to thinking about re-| 
apportionment until he begaa run- 
ning for governor.” Yes, it looks 
like Boutweli has made tne de- 
cision of firing salvos at the re- 
cord of those candidates ir the 
race with him. 

And coming from _ Boutwell, 
these charges could just mean 
something to the people cf Ala- 
bama, observers feel, because he 
has been in political and legisla- 
tive circles for 20 years as an 
elected official and has seen all 
the men in this governor’s chase | 
operate in legislative hails. Pre- 
sumably, this thought was reflect- 
ed that same day when guberna- 
torial candidate Wayne Jessings, 
following deGiaffenried’s speech, | 
asked the people in Scottsucro not 
to pay any attention to the Tus-

Among other legislation approv- 
ed last week, the House of Rep- 
resentatives passed a bill provid- 
ing higher monthly payments for 
weterans with service connected 
disaiblities. The measure calls for 
10 per cent overall average in- 
«creases in disability benefits. 

After its unanimous passage on 
a vote of 345 to 0, the bill was 
sent to the Senate for considera- 
tion. A similar measure was pass- 
ed by the House last year, but 
final action was deferred when 
tthe Senate added a rider concern- 
ing National Service Life Insur- 
ance, which was objected to by 
the House Veterans Affairs Com- 
mittee. The new bill does not con- 
tain the insurance provisions. 

The House also passed last week 
and sent to the Senate several 
other bills dealing with veterans 
and relating to pensions, hospital- 
ization, claims, orphans’ education, 
and increased compensation for 
blind veterans. 


-Peace Corps Enlarged- 


The Peace Corps was given an 
overwhelming vote of confidence 
Jast week when the House voted 
to approve expansion of the vol- 
unteer service. The approved leg- 
islation authorizes increasing the 
number of Peace Corps personnel 
either in training or in the field 
from around 3,000 in June of this 
year to over 9,000 in June of 1963. 

Action on the legislation came 


just after the first birthday of 
the orgenization.

' Aalalieaald To Be 


Voted On May Ist 


In addition to nominating a host 
of-state and local candidates, Ala- 
bama’s electorate on May 1,—will 
also decide the fate of eight pro- 
posed amendments to the consti- 
tution. 

Amendment No. 1 is by far the 
most far reaching proposal on the 
ballot, in that it would make some 
sweeping changes in Alabama’s 
voter registration procedure. 

Specifically the amendment 
would create a state board of ex- 
aminers for voter registration -- 
appointed by the Legislative Coun- 
cil. 

Each prospective voter would 
make application with the existing 
county boards of registrars which 
would judicially determine if the 
applicant met the present regula- 
tions to vote — i.e. he is 21 years 
of age, a citizen, a legal resident 
as described by law, can read and 
write and meets character require- 
ments, 

Once these qualifications have 
been met the applicant will be giv- 
en a sealed examination, and this 
exam paper would be sent to the 


state board for grading. 


The examination paper would 
carry no evidence as to the identi- 
ty, sex or race of the voter. In- 
stead the papers would be identi- 
fied by number only. 


An.enabling act which would go 
into, effect if the amendment is 
Yatified permits the periodic 
changing of examinations. This 
would prevent any person from 
memoriding the correct answers. 

The other seven amendments on 
the May 1 ballot are substantially 
less controversial. 

Amendment No, 2 would author- 
ize’any county in Alabama to is- 
sue bonds or other wise go into 
debt in order to purchase voting 
machines. No vote of the’.county 
electorate would be required to 
appreve the indebtedness;.howe 
such an obligation created’ would 
have to be repaid within 20 years. 

Amendment No, 3 merely seeks 
to allow Alabama cattlemen to 
conduct a referendum among 


themselves to determine if they’ 


wish to have a beef promotion 
program. 

This proposal imposes no tax 
of any sort on cattlemen. If it is 
ratified, catlemen in a particular 
county, if they desire can call an 
election on the question of the 
promotion program. 

If approved, each cattleman 
would be assessed 10 cents per 
head of cattle sold at the stock 
yards with this assessment used 
to finance the program. 

Even if the promotion is approv- 
ed by a majority of cattlemen in 
a given county, the 10 cent assess- 
ment is still voluntary. If a cattle 
owner chooses not participate he 
does not have to. 

A similar “promotion” amend- 
ment was approved for peanut 
growers several years ago. 

Amendment. No. 4 is of vast 
significance to the state’s school 
system. It proposes to allow an 
individual county to increase the 
property tax up to five mills — 
the proceeds earmarked for edu- 
cation — without having such an 
increase first approved state-wide. 

At the present time any county 
which wants to increase property 
taxes for any purpose must first 
secure approval of the voters state 
wide. There are in fact four such 
amendments on the May 1 ballot. 

Amendment No. 4 would strike 
out the statewide requirement as 
far as school taxes are ‘concerned. 
The amendment specifically pro- 
vides that any such county school 
tax would have to have approval 
of the voters involved. 

The final four amendments on 
the ballot are, as previously stated 
local school tax plans which under 
the present constitution must be 
approved by voters through out 
Alabama. 

Amendment No. 5 applies to 
Jackson ounty; No. 6 to Walker

AUBURN, Ala. -- Brucellosis, 
commonly known as Bangs dis- 
ease, is costing pork producers 
millions of dollars each year. 

The big_problem_facing farmers 
today, says G. B. Phillips of the 
Auburn University Extension Ser- 
vice, is that animals can be infec- 
ted with Brucellosis and show no 
visible symptoms. In other words, 
an entire herd can have the dis- 
ease while all the animals look 
perfectly healthy. 

Infected animals may have lit- 
ters prematurely with some of the 
baby pigs born alive and some 
dead. But in many cases, points

100 Years Ago 


JOHNNY GET YOUR GUN! 

A need for a new recruiting 
ssystem to hold enlisted men and 
bring in more troops, and a desire 
to make sure the burden of the 
fighting did not fall solely on the 
patriotic volunteers, brought 
about conscription. The first Con- 
scription Act was passed April 16, 
1862, by the Confederate Congress. 

The Act authorized the drafting 
of able bodied men between the 
ages of 18 and 35 for a period of 
three years. Troops already in the 
service were required to continue 
for a three-year period. This me- 
thod, it was believed, would pro- 
vide many troops for the com- 
panies that had become practically 
skeletons through misuse of fur- 
doughs and the failure to gain re- 
enlistments. 

Almost immediately after the 
passage of the Conscription Act 
Congress was flooded with criti- 
<isms and problems. In an attempt 
to ease some of the pains of re- 
organizing the recruiting system 
and providing for manpower needs 
the Exemption Act was passed 
April 21. 

Exemptions, at first, were lim- 
ited to officials of the state and 
the Confederacy, railway and riv- 
er workers, mail carriers, opera- 
tors of telegraph, woolen and cot- 
ton factory workers, newspaper 
printers, druggist, (one for each 
establishment), ministers, acade- 
my and college professors, teach- 
ers of as many as 20 pupils, teach- 
ers in institutions, (for deaf, dumb 
and blind), hospital attendants 
and nurses. By October, 1862, 
many more exemptions were in- 
cluded. 

In recommending justice for all 
and for the Confederate Govern- 
ment, the Columbus Georgia Week 
ly Enquirer advocated a conscrip- 
tion measure for the total male 
population. It was suggested that 
each wuu.d serve at a soldier’s pay 
whe die ac a job or in the army, 
with no exemptions allowed.

SCREWORM CONTROL 
MOVES TOWARD MEXICO 

AUBURN, Ala. -- The U. S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
moved into the lower Southwest 
along the Mexican border to: con- 
tinue eradication of the costly 
screwword fly. 

According to Dr. Worth Lanier, 
Auburn University Extension vet- 
erinarian, production and dispersal 
of sterile serewworm flies, which 
freed the Southeastern states of 
the destructive insect in 1958 and 
59, are now underway again.

will be used in a processed form.” 

The latest potato product, the

popular. In 1961, there were 12 
processing plants producing po- 
tato flakes and five more under 
construction. The estimated value 
fo this product at that time was 
slightly more than $30 million. 

The new development in potato 
products has benefited farmers, 
consumers and processors. Consu- 
mers are offered several new con- 
venient-to-use, easy-to-store, good 
quality products at reasonable 
prices. 

And, the long-time trend toward 
lower per capita consumption of 
potatoes has leveled off with a 
favorable effect on the farmers 
producing this crop. 

Bagby points out that the de-| 
velopment won't step at this point. 
Research will/continue and witnih | 
the next few yeas, consumers | 
may expect one or more new pro- 
cessed potato products.

BELLS ACROSS THE 
NATION DAY 


Whereas, on April 19, 1775, 
forewarned by Paul Revere and 
William Dawes and called to mus- 
ter by a tolling of bells, a small 
group of Minutemen gathered ‘on 
Lexington Green, where, face-to- 
face with a force of professional 
soldiers, they rallied to the “shot 
heard ‘round the world”, and, with 
increasing numbers of patriots 
from the Lexington-Concord coun- 
tryside, they gained the day and 
eventually the independence of 
this Nation and 

Whereas, April 19th has there- 
after been commemorated in Mass- 
achusetts and elsewhere as Pa- 
triots’ Day, and 

Whereas, today, patriots every- 
where are face-to-face with a 
force of professional conspirators 


who seek to dominate the world,|way of life.

Development Board 
Holds Meeting 


The County Development Board 
announced three new mmeberships 
in the Coosa-Alabama River Im- 
provement Association. The; are: 
M. S. McGehee, Montevallo; R. E. 
Bowdon, , Jr., Calera; and Jay 
Falkner, Columbiana. This brings 
the total in Shelby County to 565. 

County and munieipal represen- 
tatives are expected to go to 
Washington in early May to ac- 
company the delegation from 
throughout the river basin to ap- 
pear before congressional commit- 
tees to seek funds for the 1962-63 
construction program. 

For the first time in the history 
of the organization the adminis- 
tration’s budget includés’ fards for 
construction money. The budget 
includes the follownig items: 

$1,000,000 to initiate construc- 
cion of Millers Ferry Dam on the 
Alabama River. 

$210,000 to complete advanced 
planning on the Claiborne Dam, 
also in the Alabama River. 

$150,000 to resume advanced 
planning of Jones Bluff Dam, the 
third dam required by the program 
on the Alabama. River. 

$2,500,000 to finance construc- 
tion of Carters Dam on the Coosa- 
wattee River, Georgia. 

$75,000 to complete the Compre- 


hensive Report on the Coosa- 
Alabama River System.

She pulled him out 
and began giving the arm lift 
method of resuscitation but this 
failed. She recalled the mouth to 
mouth method she had seen in the 
film and began breathing for Mr. 
Moore; The mouth to "pate meth- 
od was successful. Mr. Moore be- 
gan breathing for himself. He was 
carried to the hospital where a 
check revealed that he was then 
all right 

The Moore family said that they 
were all very glad that they had 
seen the film because the method 
learned from it had saved the 

lder Mr, Moore’s life.

JOHNNY GET YOUR GUN! 

A need for a new recruiting 
system to hold enlisted men and 
bring in more troops, and a desire 
to make sure the burden of the 
fighting did not fall solely on the 
patriotic volunteers, brought 
about conscription. The first Con- 
scription Act was passed April 16, 
1862, by the Confederate Congress. 

The Act authorized the drafting 
of able bodied men between the 
ages of 18 and 35 for a period of 
three years. Troops already in the 
service were required to continue 
for a three-year period. This me- 
thod, it was believed, would pro- 
vide many troops for the com- 
panies that had become practically 
skeletons through misuse of fur- 
Joughs and the failure to gain re- 
enlistments. 

Almost immediately after the 
passage of the Conscription Act 
Congress was flooded with criti- 
<isms and problems. In an attempt 
to ease some of the pains of re- 
organizing the recruiting system 
and providing for manpower needs 
the Exemption Act was passed 
April 21. 

Exemptions, at first, were lim- 
ited to officials of the state and 
the Confederacy, railway and riv- 
er workers, mail carriers, opera- 
tors of telegraph, woolen and cot- 
ton factory workers, newspaper 
printers, druggist, (one for each 
establishment), ministers, acade- 
my and college professors, teach- 
ers of as many as 20 pupils, teach- 
ers in institutions, (for deaf, dumb 
and blind), hospital attendants 
and nurses. By October, 1862, 
many more exemptions were in- 
cluded. 

In recommending justice for all 
and for the Confederate Govern- 
ment, the Columbus Georgia Week 
ly Enquirer advocated a conscrip- 
tion measure for the total male 
population. It was suggested that 
each Wuu.d serve at a soldier's pay 
whediue ac a job or in the army, 
with no exemptions allowed.

Memorial Hospital 
Phones Heart Signals 


ALABASTER, Jan. 5 — Shelby 
Memorial Hospital here has _ re- 
corded another “first” for a hos- 
pital: in Alabama; according to 
Ronald E. Short; RTMT. 

The hospital was the first to 
use what is! called the Spinco- 
Ultra-Micro Analytical System, 
and now is the first to use a 
Cardiac Telemeter System. 

The latter system works this 
way: 

The patient is prepared for the 
usual electrocardiogram. Since 
each room in the hospital is equip- 
ped with a telephone jack, a call 
is placed to the cariologist’s office 
from the patient’s bedside. 

Short gives the patient’s name 
and data required for the record, 
and has a technician in the office 
standardize his equipment to that 
readied for use on the patient. 

The mouthpiece of the telephone 
is placed into the transmitter, and 
in the cardioligist’s office the tele- 
phone receiver is placed into a 
cardiologist receiver connected to 
the electrocardiogram machine. | 

In the patient’s room, a graph 
of his heartbeat is run. The cardi- 
ologist on the other end reads and 
interprets the finds, and makes 
his report to the patient's room 
by phone. 

The whole’ procedure takes 
about eight minutes, Short said.

CAPITOL HILL -- It was writ- 
ten here a few weeks ago that 
President John Kennedy would 
issue an edict Jan. 10, prohibiting 
racial and religious discrimina- 
tion in federal assisted housing, 
and that such an order would pro- 
bably hurt former Goy. James 
Folsom’s bid for a third term as 
governor and Alabama’s congres- 
sional delegation. If this were to 
have been the case, then these men 
can apparently rest easy for a 
while. 

Apparently the housing state- 
ment will not come until after the 
next general election. Washington 
columnist David Lawrence wrote 
recently: “The United Press Inter- 
national, in a dispatch a few days 
ago from Washington, said: 

“’An order by President Ken- 
nedy prohibiting racial and reli- 
gious discrimination 
assisted housing has been shelved 
for the time being . . . It will not 
be issued until after the 1962 con- 
gressional session and _ probably 
not until the November elections 
... Chief reason the President is 
postponing the order is that it 
would antagonize Southern Dem- | 
ocrats could wipe out the already 
tenuous prospects for passage of | 
tax revision. medical care and 
tariff-cutting bills. One Capitol | 
]lill observer explained that with | 
many Southern Democrats more | 
conservative than Kennedy and re- 
luctant about his legislative pro- 
gtam, his issuance of an anti-dis- 
crimination executive order would | 
be just like waving a red flag in | 
front of them: The White House 
just isn’t in a position to alienate 
anybody.’ ” 

Here in Alabama the political | 
word is that U.S. Senator Lister 
Hill was one of the main Wash- 
ington politicos responsible for 
Kennedy presumably delaying his | 
order. And Seventh District Con- 
gressman Carl] Elliott said in Jas- 
per recently: “The integration of , 
public housing would mean the| 
end of public housing in the South- 
east and along with it would go| 
urban renewal and other programs 
under the Housing Act.

ALABASTER, Jan. 5 — Shelby 
Memorial Hospital here has re- 
corded another “first” for a hos- 
pital: in Alabama; according to 
Ronald E. Short; RTMT. 

The hospital. was the first to 
use what is! called the Spinco- 
Ultra-Micro Analytical System, 
and now is the first to use a 
Cardiac Telemeter System. 

The latter system works this 
way: 

The patient is prepared for the 
usual electrocardiogram, Since 
each room in the hospital is equip- 
ped with a telephone jack, a call 
is placed to the cariologist’s office 
from the patient’s bedside. 

Short gives the patient’s name 
and data required for the record, 
and has a technician in the office 
standardize his equipment to that 
readied for use on the patient. 

The mouthpiece of the telephone 
is placed into the transmitter, and 
in the cardioligist’s office the tele- 
is placed into a 
cardiologist receiver connected to 
the electrocardiogram machine. | 

In the patient’s room, a graph 
of his heartbeat is run. The cardi- 
ologist on the other end reads and 
interprets the finds, and makes 
his report to the patient’s room 
by phone. 

The whole’ procedure’ takes 
about eight minutes, Short said.

What is believed to have caused 
this apparent lackadaisical] state 
of mind? Many ideas were put 
forth, yet no definite conclusions 
have been reached which fully ex- 
plained the situation. 

It was thought that, probably, 
the most important thing on the 
mind of the average Alabamian 
has been: “How am I going to 
make it this year?” This, the an- 
alysists claimed, reflected econom- 
ic insecurity, a lack of real politi- 
cal leadership (presumably at all 
governmental levels), and an “I 
don’t-give-a-damn” attitude as far 
as politics were concerned. 

Alabama’s participation in the 
Sugar Bowl, the lengthy Christ- 
mas holidays, and the past ad- 
verse weather, which forced many 
persons out of work, were also 
labeled as causes of the recent 
deficient political interest. Inject- 
ed, too, was the notion that the 
so-often wave of “sweep-the-ras- 
cals-out” (referring to the admin- 
istration in office) did not seem to 
be as keenly pronounced as it has 
been in years gone by. 

Another reason expressed for 
the political complacency has been 
due to the uncertainity of what 
type of congressional race would 
have to be run. Then, too, the us- 
ual lining up of professional poli- 
ticians and office-holders has not 
taken place as conspicuously as 
in previous years. 

This indication came “because 
the pros don’t want to put their 
boat into the deep and dangerous 
political] waters until the people 
determine how the current will 
run.” In the past, reports went, 
it was the other way around.

What is believed to have caused 
this apparent lackadaisical] state 
of mind? Many ideas were put 
forth, yet no definite conclusions 
have been reached which fully ex- 
plained the situation. 

It was thought that, probably, 
the most important thing on the 
mind of the average Alabamian 
has been: “How am I going to 
make it this year?” This, the an- 
alysists claimed, reflected econom- 
ic insecurity, a lack of real politi- 
eal leadership (presumably at all 
governmental levels), and an “I 
don’t-give-a-damn” attitude as far 
as politics were concerned. 

Alabama’s participation in the 
Sugar Bowl, the lengthy Christ- 
mas holidays, and the past ad- 
verse weather, which forced many 
persons out of work, were also 
labeled as causes of the recent 
deficient political interest. Inject- 
ed, too, was the notion that the 
so-often wave of “sweep-the-ras- 
cals-out” (referring to the admin- 
istration in office) did not seem. to 
be as keenly pronounced as it has 
been in years gone by. 

Another reason expressed for 
the political complacency has been 
due to the uncertainity of what 
type of congressional race would 
have to be run. Then, too, the us- 
ual lining up of professional poli- 
ticians ahd office-holders has not 
taken place as conspicuously as 
in previous years. 

This indication came “because 
the pros don’t want to put their 
boat into the deep and dangerous 
political] waters until the people 
determine how the current will 
run.” In the past, reports went, 
it was the other way around. 

Reasoning further, some observ- 
ers laid the blame to former Gov.

Yes, from the looks of things, | 


if something doesn’t emerge to 
capture or excite the voter’s imag- 
ination, the May 1 gubernatorial 
primary could be as “unfrequent- 
ed-at-the-polls” as last Dec. 5th 
amendment election, when only 
about one-out-of-every-four voters 
marked a ballot.

come forth to charm the people | 


so far, the thinking was. No doubt 
all the candidates are searching 
for that issue or promise which 
will lift the voter from his poli- 
tical doldrums.

ENROUTE WITH FOLSOM -- 
“Jt will be you and you in ’62,” 
former governor James Folsom is 
crying out to branchhead voters 
these days, “with no campaign 
manager in between.” 


Hundreds of the state’s rural | 


electorate have been turning out 
to hear, see “Big Jim” begin his 
race for an unprecedented third 
term as governor. And while his 
campaign strategy appears to be 
following the same lines as in 
1954, there does seem to be a dif- 
ference -- so claim political ob- 
servers. 

In ’54 Folsom was “shelling-the 
poitica!-corn” in his early talks 
but “he’s not doing this yet.” 
Most of his activity now are short 
sp‘eches on his future plans as 
g.vernor, if elected, a lot of fidd- 
ling by “The Meat-grinders” for 
the sake of amusement, and the 
passing of ham sacks for dona- 
tions. 

The reason for this, his leaders 
have indicated, was “not to burn 
out early in the campaign, but to 
save most of the meat in the po- 
litical coconut until things really 
get hot.” As the pace quickens and 
the other candidates begin to move 
hard, Folsom is expected to pick 
up his tempo to the point where 
he will be making six to eight 


rallys a day for the first eight | 


weeks and then hit the big county 
seats the last six weeks followed 
by a few “massive rallys” just be- 
fore election day, May 1. 

The 53-year-eld graying giant 
has been facing the race and 
drisking issues head-on, Occasion- 
ally he takes a swipe at Gov. Pat- 
terson’s administrative, especially 
on the “Freedom Rider” incident, 
roadbuilding, education and docks 
system. 

Most of the afternoon rallys 
have been drawing beiween 250 
to 300 persons while the evening 
crowds have been running any- 
where between 400 to 600. Many 
of the old-timers say that a large 
part of these crowds come out of 
curiosity and Folsom-recruited 
from nearby counties. Before them 
Folsom summarizes his campaign 
for Law and Order and empha- 
sizes a theme of Peace in the Val- 
ley. 

While talking on Law and Or- 
der, he criticizes Patterson for al- 
lowing “bloodshed on the streets” 
-- that, “there was no blood let 
while | Further, 
Folson claims he would have fol- 
lowed the same course as Missis- 
sippi, by jailing the Freedom Ri- 
ders. But that he would have sent 
one step further -- that being he 
would have picked the “100est 
black bucks in Ardmore Prison 
and put them in the same cell as 
them Freedom Riders and Jet them 
spend one night. I'l] bet after that 
night them Freedom Riders would 
have wanted Segregation, because 
them Alabama niggers would have 
straightened ‘em out. 


was governor,” 


He continually attacks Patter- 
eOn'S"rous™ wuilding™ program “and 
compares his past administration 
to Gov. John’s. He is claiming 
Patterson had more money to 
spend for roadbuilding but that 
he built less roads. Folsom’s ed- 
vcation plank has been following 
the line of: free text books through 
the (th Grade with the ultimate 
hope of allowing this through the 
9h Grade -- better salaries for 
teachers -- no overcrowded school 
buses -- and better pay for the 
bus drivers. Before accomplishing 


this, he points out, he plans to try 
and find out where the present 
educational monies are going. La- 
|ter Folsom plans to tell the peo- 
|ple about how he “will increase 
| the old-age pensions without new 
taxes,” reapportionment, rural de- 
velopment. He is boasting Ala- 
bama will be the last state in the 
Union to be integrated -- that he 
will keep the race issue out of the 
courts, “where you can’t win.” He 
charges “my opponents want to 
go to court so they will have an 
issue to run on. They haven’t got 
anything else.” Another blast 
‘at the Patterson administration 
comes when he says, “Them folks 
in Montgomery now are ruining 
the ham by taking away all the 
gravy. That ham and gravy ought 
.o be given to y’all.” 

Yes, Folsom’s out in the branch- 
heads hoping to cement the rural 
vote he has usually gotten in the 
past. As of today no other candi- 
date has been out there trying to 
|head him off. Whether Folsom will 
be successful remains to be seen. 

Meanwhile, Lt. Gov. Albert 
Boutwell, George Wallace, Mac- 
|Donald Gallion, Ryan deGraffen- 
ried and the others have been busy 
at work speaking tefore civic 
|groups, attending special rallys, 
ete. Things should begin to get 
hot!

ENROUTE WITH FOLSOM -- 
“Jt will be you and you in ’62,” 
former governor James Folsom is 
crying out to branchhead voters 
these days, “with no campaign 
manager in between.” 

Hundreds of the state’s rural 
electorate have been turning out 
to hear, see “Big Jim” begin his 
race for an unprecedented third 
term as governor. And while his 
campaign strategy appears to be 
following the same lines as in 
1954, there does seem to be a dif- 
ference -- so claim political ob- 
servers. 

In ’54 Folsom was “shelling-the 
poitica!-corn” in his early talks 
but “he’s not doing this yet.” 
Most of his activity now are short 
sp‘eches on his future plans as 
g.vernor, if elected, a lot of fidd- 
ling by “The Meat-grinders” for 
the sake of amusement, and the 
passing of ham sacks for dona- 
tions. 

The reason for this, his leaders 
have indicated, was “not to burn 
out early in the campaign, but to 
save most of the meat in the po- 
litical coconut until things really 
get hot.” As the pace quickens and 
the other candidates begin to move 
hard, Folsom is expected to pick 
up his tempo to the point where 
he will be making six to eight 


rallys a day for the first eight | 


weeks and then hit the big county 
seats the last six weeks followed 
by a few “massive rallys” just be- 
fore election day, May 1. 

The 53-year-eld graying giant 
has been facing the race and 
driuking issues head-on, Occasion- 
ally he takes a swipe at Gov. Pat- 
terson’s administrative, especially 
on the “Freedom Rider” incident, 
roadbuilding, education and docks 
system. 

Most of the afternoon rallys 
have been drawing between 250 
to 300 persons while the evening 
crowds have been running any- 
where between 400 to 600. Many 
of the old-timers say that a large 
part of these crowds come out of 
curiosity and Folsom-recruited 
from nearby counties. Before them 
Folsom summarizes his campaign 
for Law and Order and empha- 
sizes a theme of Peace in the Val- 
ley. 


While talking on Law and Or- | 


der, he criticizes Patterson for al- 
lowing “bloodshed on the streets” 
-- that, “there was no blood let 
while 1 was governor.” Further, 
Folson claims he would have fol- 
lowed the same course as Missis- 
sippi, by jailing the Freedom Ri- 
ders. But that he would have sent 
one step further -- that being he 
would have picked the “100est 
black bucks in Ardmore Prison 
and put them in the same cell as 
them Freedom Rid>rs and let them 
spend one night. I'll het after that 
night them Freedom Riders would 
have wanted Segregation, because 
them Alabama niggers would have 
straightened ‘em out. 


He continually attacks Patter- 


son’ vow vuailding™ program and} 


compares his past administration 
to Gov. John’s. He is claiming 
Patterson had more money to 
spend for roadbuilding but that 
he built less roads. Folsom’s ed- 
ucation plank has been following 
the line of: free text books through 
the (th Grade with the ultimate 
hope of allowing this through the 
9h Grade -- better salaries for 
teachers -- no overcrowded school 
buses -- and better pay for the 
bus drivers. Before accomplishing 


‘at 


this, he points out, he plans to try 
and find out where the present 
educational monies are going. La- 
ter Folsom plans to tell the peo- 
|ple about how he “will increase 
| the old-age pensions without new 
taxes,” reapportionment, rural de- 
|yelopment. He is boasting Ala- 
bama will be the last state in the 
Union to be integrated -- that he 


will keep the race issue out of the |

There Is NO Excuse 


or this Waste of Your ‘axes-— 


Newspapers reported that on October 26, 
1961, John F, Kennedy, President of the United 
States, in a statement to Cabinet officers and. 
agency heads said: 

".. . | have asked each of you to 
follow a most careful and frugal policy 

with respect to commitments and ex- 

penditures.... 


"I am especially desirous that new 
programs or expansions of existing pro- 
grams be undertaken with caution ... that 
sound criteria are _used ... and minimum 
funds are spent. | much prefer that ob- 
ligational authority remain uncommitted 
where there is any doubt that expendi- 
tures would yield substantial returns to 
the national interests..." 


Despite this expression of the President the 
Rural Electrification Administration only six days 
later announced the allocation of a $20,350,000 
loan to -the Alabama Electric Cooperative, Inc., 
most of which is tobe used to build a wholly 
unnecessary steam plant to generate electricity 
for the cooperatives. 


\ 
What can be the purpose of this REA loan? 


When the REA was established in 1936, its 
avowed purpose was to provide electricity only 
to persons in rural areas to whom service was 
not available. The Act of Congress establishing 
REA provided and still provides that the REA 
Administrator is authorized to make loans “for 
rural electrification and the furnishing of electric 
energy to persons in rural areas who are not 
receiving central station service...” 


The proposed steam plant will not make 
electric energy available to any person to whom 
central station service is not now available. 


The late Senator Norris, one of the fathers 
of REA, specifically declared that no money would 
be Joaned by REA “for the purpose of electrifying 
a rural area which is now supplied.” 


The late Speaker of the House The Honor- 
able Sam Rayburn, declared: ‘““We are not in this 
bill intending to go out and compete with any- 
sbody. By this bill we hope to bring electrification 


- 1 peophewi.. <. ut now':..< it. This bilt-was 


not written on the theory that we are going to 
punish anybody or parallel their lines or enter 
into competition with them.” 


Now, 26 years later, farm electrification is 


more than 98% complete. So what can be the. 


purpose of this REA loan? 


Not one additional farm will receive 
electricity 

Alabama Electric Cooperative, Inc., does not 
have even one farm customer. Its customers are 
two industries, six cities, and six distributing 
cooperatives. This loan is a waste of your tax 
money that cannot be defended; it is a waste that 
should be stopped for these reasons: 


1. This plant will not bring electricity 
to a single customer to whom electricity 
is not already available. 


2.-The only new customers it will 
serve are customers now being served by 
Alabama Power Gompany. 


3. The proposed plant will not bring 
cheaper power to these new customers. 


Alabama Electric Cooperative rates to 
its ca-op customers ere much higher than 
the low rates Alabama Power Company 
charges its co-op customers. 


If the cities and co-ops which are cus- 
tomers of Alabama Electric Cooperative 
had over the past seven years bought all 
of their power supply from Alabama 
Power Company instead of from the Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative, they would 
have saved over $2,000,000! 


4. Alabama Power Company sup- 
plies Alabama Electric Cooperative with 
power at one of the lowest rates in the 
nation and stands ready and willing to 
supply it with any additional power it 
requires. 

5. The plant. is not needed and, 
therefore, represents a waste of your tax 
money. . 


Why your taxes are so high

It Can Be Stopped! 


Alabama Electric Cooperative pays neither 
federal nor state income taxes, although its cus- 
tomers paid it $2,299,478 for electricity in 1960. 
The proposed plant will contribute nothing in 
taxes to national defense or other federal purposes. 
Your taxes (and ours) are high in part because 
cooperatives do not pay income taxes, and that 
deficiency must be made up by all taxpayers at a 
higher rate of taxation than would be necessary 
except for these tax exemptions. 


This loan or gift of tax money to build this 
proposed plant will be an immediate and continu- 
ing waste of tax funds, not only because no taxes 
will be paid to the federal government from its 
operation, but also because it will displace pro- 
duction from Alabama Power Company plants, 
from’ which the governmetits, federal and state, 
do receive taxes. In other words, this use of your 
tax money reduces the government’s own tax 
revenues! 


Raw example of government hostility 
to business 


The President of the United States bas also 
expressed concern about reports that members of 
his administration have been hostile to business. 
Here is a raw example of such hostility. 


Loan can’t be made without State approval 


This loan cannot be made without approval 
by the State of Alabama through its Director of 
Finance. Since 1935, Alabama law has wisely 
provided that such a proposed loan must be ap- 
proved by the state government, only after a hear- 
ing and only after finding that such loan serves 
some public need and is in the public interest. 


Alabama Electric Cooperative, Inc., on Feb- 
ruary 5, 1962, filed an application with the State 
Department of Finance seeking its approval. At 
this hearing, it is our intention to oppose the 
waste represented by this proposed loan in every 
legitimate way. Perhaps you would like to add

In the death on December 21 of its president, Thomas Hewell 
Napier, the Merchants and Planters Bank lost a loyal, forceful, and 
capable leader.

or this Waste of Your Taxes-— 


Newspapers reported that on October 26, 
1961, John F, Kennedy, President of the United 
States, in a statement to Cabinet officers and. 
agency heads said: 

", . . | have asked each of you to 
follow a most careful and frugal policy 

with respect to commitments and ex- 

penditures.... 


“I am especially desirous that new 
programs or expansions of existing pro- 
grams be undertaken with caution .. . that 
sound criteria are used ... and minimum 
funds are spent. | much prefer that ob- 
ligational authority remain uncommitted 
where there is any doubt that expendi- 
tures would yield substantial returns to 
the national interests..." 


Despite this expression of the President the 
Rural Electrification Administration only six days 
later announced the allocation of a $20,350,000 
loan to -the Alabama Electric ive, Inc., 
most of which is tobe used to build a wholly 
unnecessary steam plant to generate electricity 
for the cooperatives. 

\ 
What can be the purpose of this REA loan? 


When the REA was established in 1936, its 
avowed purpose was to provide electricity only 
to persons in rural areas to whom service was 
not available. The Act of Congress establishing 
REA provided and still provides that the REA 
Administrator is authorized to make loans “for 
rural electrification and the furnishing of electric 
energy to persons in rural areas who are not 
receiving central station service...” 


The proposed steam plant will not make 
electric energy available to any person to whom 
central station service is not now available. 


The late Senator Norris, one of the fathers 
of REA, specifically declared that no money would 
be Joaned by REA “for the purpose of electrifying 
a rural area which is now supplied.” 


The late Speaker of the House The Honor- 
able Sam Rayburn, declared: ““We are not in this 
bill intending to go out and compete with any- 


ibody. By this bill we hope to bring electrification 
- 1 peophe-wi.. [wot now"... it. This bilf-was 


not written on the theory that we are going to 
punish anybody or parallel their lines or enter 
into competition with them.” 


Now, 26 years later, farm electrification is 


more than 98% complete. So what can be the. 


purpose of this REA loan? 


Not one additional farm will receive 
electricity 

Alabama Electric Coopetative, Inc., does not 
have even one farm customer. Its customers are 
two industries, six cities, and six distributing 
cooperatives. This loan is a waste of your tax 
money that cannot be defended; it is a waste that 
should be stopped for these reasons: 


1. This plant will not bring electricity 
to a single customer to whom electricity 
is not already available. 


2. The only new customers it will 
serve are customers now being served by 
Alabama Power Gompany. 


3. The proposed plant will not bring 
cheaper power to these new customers. 


Alabama Electric Cooperative rates to 
its ca-op customers are much higher than 
the low rates Alabama Power Company 
charges its co-op customers.

Alabama Electric Cooperative pays neither 


federal nor state income taxes, although its cus- 
tomers paid it $2,299,478 for electricity in 1960. 
The proposed plant will contribute nothing in 
taxes to national defense or other federal purposes. 
Your taxes (and ours) are high in part because 
cooperatives do not pay income taxes, and that 
deficiency must be made up by all taxpayers at a 
higher rate of taxation than would be necessary 
except for these tax exemptions.

A young man lived with his 
parents in a public housing de- 
velopment. He attended public 
school, rode the free school bus, 
and participated in the free lunch 
program.

The county agent showed him 
how to terrace it; then the gov- 
ernment built him a fish pond and 
stocked it with fish.

With Glance Back, Plans for Future 


_ An organization that devotes 
itself to children and their wel- 
fare reaches senior citizen sta- 
tus this February, with a sched- 
ule full of further projects in 
behalf of children for the years 
ahead. 

The National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers celebrates its 
65th birthday on February 17, 
the anniversary of the “Nation- 
al Congress of Mothers” held in 
Washington, D. C., in 1897. 

_This session marked the be- 
ginning of the P.T.A. Its found- 
ing, by Alice McLellan Birney 
and Phoebe Apperson Hearst, 
will be phenreene this year by 
more than 47,500 parent-teacher 
associations throughout the U.S. 

in communities of Ameri- 
cans living overseas. 

Mrs. Clifford N. Jenkins, of 
Roslyn Heights, L.I., N.Y., pres- 
ident of the National Congress, 
calls the P.T.A. “a great social 
invention.” 

Like other inventions, she 
notes in her Founders Day an- 
niversary message, “it was cre- 
ated out of need—the need of 
parents for more knowledge 
about children’s health, growth, 
and development; the need for 
child labor laws and juvenile 
courts; the need for health and 
recreation facilities;-the need to 
build broad highways of educa- 
tional and vocational opportuni- 
tiess that might be traveled by 
all children and youth, not just 
the fortunate few.” 

Historic-minded P.T.A.s 


and programs of home and traf- 
fic safety education; 

—Unging regular physical ex- 
aminations for millions of chil- 
dren from birth through high 
school; 

—Raising the standards of 
treatment for youthful offend- 
ers and helping establish juve- 
nile courts for minors;

Considerable controversy has de- 
veloped in recent weeks over the 
Administration’s effort to create 
a Department of Urban Affairs 
and Housing headed by a cabinet 
level secretary. A bill proposing 
this new department was endorsed 
by .the Government Operations 
Committees of the House and Sen- 
ate. Last month, however, the 
House Rules Committee refused 
to grant a rule to permit the 
measure to be considered in the 
House of Representatives, 


As a substitute method for get- | 


ting the proposal before Congress, 
the Administration recently sub- 
mitted a reorganization plan which 
calls for setting up an urban af- 
fairs department. Now that the 
request for the new department 
is embodied 
plan, it will either be rejected or 
will become law automatically. As 
provided by a statute enacted in 
1949, all reorganization plans take 
effect 60 days from the time they

; would provide a central authority 
‘in the Secretary of Urban Affairs 
for a possible Executive Order to 
end racial separation in federally 
assisted housing. In fact, the plan 
would place almost unlimited pow- 
er -- particularly over huge sums 
'of money involved in the various 
programs that would be consumed 
by the new department -- in the 
jhands of one federal official. 
But there are other logical ar- 
guments against the creation of 
|the Urban Affairs and Housing 
Department. While merely trans- 
ferring to the Department the 
existing programs and responsibil- 
lities of agencies already in oper- 
lation, the plan would necessitate 
|the creation, of several expensive, 
|top level jobs. 
In addition to the added expense 
ito the government, the Urban Af- 
fairs Department would impose 
greater control and influence on 
femes slum clearance and housing 
programs. This could lead to al-

It Is Time for Voters 
as well as Public Office Holders 


| To Become Alarmed 


",... I bave asked each of you to follow a 


most careful and frugal policy with respect to 


commitments and expenditures...” 


« That is the prudent and sensible statement of the 
President of the United States to his Cabinet officers 
and agency heads, It is a viewpoint with which few 
would disagree, no matter what political party claims 
their support. 

And yet, despite this, some agencies and depart- 
ments of the government (the Rural Electrification 
Administration is a glaring example) persist in con- 
tinued and even bigger spending. The Rural Electrifi- 


cation Administration has announced a policy of : 
expanded loans for generating plants and super-trans- - 


mission systems for the electric co-ops. One such has 
been announced for Alabama of over $20,000,000— 
that to the Alabama Electric Cooperative, to which 
Alabama Power Company has been supplying power 
for many years. There is no question of the adequacy 
or quality of this power supply. There can be no 
question about the ability of Alabama Power Company 
to supply any additional power the co-op can need in 
the foreseeable future and, with income tax taken into 
consideration, with benefit to the government. 


The effect of this socialistic trend upon the electric 
utility industry should alarm citizens in every walk of 
life. There is no need for the federal government to 
install great generating units and transmission lines 
to serve present or future industries by cooperatives. 
Power is available now and for the foreseeable future 
for all such purposes, at rates far below what the co-op 
would have to charge if it paid a realistic cost of its 
capital funds and paid: taxes equivalent to those paid 
by investor-owned, tax-paying utilities, 


Some idea of how those who espouse socialization 
of the supply of electric power also manage to extend 
their goals into other areas of business is given by 
these examples: 


The Act creating the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, in addition to authorizing loans for the con- 
struction of electric lines and power plants, also 
authorizes, at the same 2% rate of interest, loans “for 
the purpose of financing the wiring of premises of 
persons in rural areas and the acquisition and installa- 
tion of electrical and plumbing appliances and 
equipment.” 


Here is a further devious excursion of the govern- 
ment into fields far removed from the original REA 
policy of permitting such loans only for “farmsteads 
and rural residences.” 


“And equipment” has now been extended by government-in-wusi- 
ness advocates far beyond the obvious intent of Congress, to authorize 
loans to rural electric cooperatives (at 2%, remember] such as: 


@ $280,000 for relending to a local company 
to install equipment and machinery in re- 
storing its burned-out millwork plant and to 
another company growing and processing 


seed potatoes; 


@ $25,000 for relending to a company for 
purchase and installation of gravel-crushing 


and washing machinery; 


@ $30,000 for relending to a resort area for 
the purchase of a snow-making machine! 


There undoubtedly are ovhers. 


The co-ops should be réquired to pay the govern- 
ment an interest rate equivalent to that which the 
government must pay on its bonds, instead of a mere 
2% (only half as much as you expect to get on your 
savings account), and the co-ops should be required 
to pay, or required to include in their costs the same 
federal and state income taxes that all other business 
and individuals must pay; and not being so required, 
it is glaringly obvious that the proposed loan to the 
Alabama Electric Cooperative is not “in the public 
interest.” 


When a government agency, or a governmentally 
subsidized one such as the co-ops, operates an income- 
tax-free business, government revenues permanently 
are reduced. Thus the use of government funds to 
build unneeded electric generating plants and trans- 
mission facilities is not constructive, but is destructive. 


The inevitable result is to make up the difference by 
increasing the already heavy income taxes on those 
who DO pay income taxes. . 


President Kennedy also has wondered, it is reported, 
why business should feel that members of his admin- 
istration are hostile to business, Could you want a 
stronger example than the loan policy of the Rural 
Electrification Administration, whose deliberations are 
conducted under a cloak of secrecy? 


We think it is time for citizens to speak out to 
their elected representatives in protest against such 
unnecessary government expenditures; against secrecy 
im matters where the taxpayer’s money is involved, 
against income tax favoritism, and against government 
loans at an interest rate lower than the government 
has to pay.

With Glance Back, Plans for Future 


_ An organization that devotes 
itself to children and their wel- 
fare reaches senior citizen sta- 
tus this February, with a sched- 
ule full of further projects in 
behalf of children for the years 
ahead. 

The National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers celebrates its 
65th birthday on February 17, 
the anniversary of the “Nation- 
al Congress of Mothers” held in 
Washington, D. C., in 1897. 

_This session marked the be- 
ginning of the P.T.A. Its found- 
ing, by Alice McLellan Birney 
and Phoebe Apperson Hearst, 
will be observed this year by 
more than 47,500 parent-teacher 
associations throughout the U.S. 

in communities of Ameri- 
cans living overseas. 

Mrs. Clifford N. Jenkins, of 
Roslyn Heights, L.I., N.Y., pres- 
ident of the National Congress, 
calls the P.T.A. “a great social 


Like other inventions, she 
notes in her Founders Day an- 
niversary message, “it was cre- 
ated out of need—the need of 
parents for more _ knowled 
about children’s health, growth, 
and development; the need for 
child labor laws and juvenile 
courts; the need for health and 
recreation facilities;-the need to 
build broad highways of educa- 
tional and vocational opportuni- 
tiess that might be traveled by 
all children and youth, not just 
the fortunate few.” 

Historic-minded P.T.A.s 
across the country may mark 
the Founders Day observance 
with a glance back to the time 
of the first Congress. In the 
words of one historian for the 
National Congress, those were 
days “bustling with progress 
and growth .. .” but with edu- 
eators “calling for increased 
appropriations to the public 
schools, more attention to teach- 
er training, more practical cur- 
riculums, and greater consid- 
eration’ for handicapped chil- 
dren ...” The time was ripe 
for reform — “especially for 
launching a movement directed 
toward the welfare of children.” 

Young Mrs. Birney and the 
philanthropic Mrs. Hearst 
sparked what was soon to be- 
come a nation-wide organization 
of which they are memorialized 
as Founders. 

—Since that time, P.T.A.’s have 
contindally directed their efforts 
toward: 

—Establishing and supporting 
public kindergartens; 
—Pioneering hot school lunch 
programs and supporting ade- 
quate appropriations for them; 
—Conducting parent-education 
workshops in all parts of the 
nation; 

—Sponsoring safety legislation

—Unrging regular physical ex- 
aminations for millions of chil- 
dren from birth through high 
school; 

—Raising the standards of 
treatment for youthful offend- 
ers and helping establish juve- 
nile courts for minors; 
—Donating millions of dollars 
in scholarships for prospective 
teachers 


—Backing bond issues directed 
toward improving facilities for 
children’s education and recrea- 
tion. 

Large as such achievements 
may loom, Mrs. Jenkins points 
out that “much remains to be 
done for children, in this chang- 
ing world of 1962.” 

“Through the P.T.A.” she says 
“we help alleviate the hardships 
and confusion that result from

Considerable controversy has de- 
veloped in recent weeks over the 
Administration’s effort to create 
a Department of Urban Affairs 
and Housing headed by a cabinet 
level secretary. A bill proposing 
this new department was endorsed 
by .the Government Operations 
Committees of the House and Sen- 
ate. Last month, however, the 
House Rules Committee refused 
to grant a rule to permit the 
measure to be considered in the 
House of Representatives, 


As a substitute method for get- | 


ting the proposal before Congress, 
the Administration recently sub- 
mitted a reorganization plan which 
calls for setting up an urban af- 
fairs department. Now that the 
request for the new department 
is embodied in a_ reorganization 
plan, it will either be rejected or 
will become law automatically, As 
provided by a statute enacted in 
1949, all reorganization plans take 
effect 60 days from the time they 


are presented to Congress, pro-| 


vided neither chamber votes to 
reject them. They cannot be amen- 
ded by the House or Senate. 

- Numerous Powers for Secretary - 

Reorganization Plan No. 
1962, which recommends the Ur- 
ban— Affairs Department, would 
vest all the functions of the pres- 
ent Housing and Home Finance 
Administration and the Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
would also be transferred to the 
department, with the secretary 
having supervisory authority over 
both. In addition, the plan dictates 
that the Public Housing Adminis- 
tration be dissolved as a separate 
agency and its functions placed 
under the Secretary of Urban Af- 
fairs and Housing. 

The President announced last 
month that the present adminis- 
trator of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency would be his 
choice to head the new depart- 
ment, The administrator is Rob- 
ert C. Weaver, a Negro who has 
been criticized for regafding fed- 
eral housing programs as instru- 
ments for furthering racial inte- 


gration. The new department 
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; would provide a central authority 
‘in the Secretary of Urban Affairs 
for a 
end racial separation in federally 
assisted housing. In fact, the plan 
would place almost unlimited pow- 
er -- particularly over huge sums 
'of money involved in the various 
programs that would be consumed 
by the new department -- in the 
jhands of one federal official. 

But there are other logical ar- 
guments against the creation of 
|the Urban Affairs and Housing 
Department. While merely trans- 
ferring to the Department the 
existing programs and responsibil- 
ities of agencies already in oper- 
ation, the plan would necessitate 
|the creation, of several expensive, 
|top level jobs. 

In addition to the added expense 
ito the government, the Urban Af- 
fairs Department would impose 
greater control and influence on 
tlocal slum clearance and housing 
programs. This could lead to al- 
most total usurpation of local 
| authority. 

Because of these and other rea- 
strongly oppose creation 
of the new department. 

Of course, its proponents offer 
numerous arguments in favor of 
the proposal. The fact remains, 
however, that if a new department 
were created every time an Ad- 
ministration felt it were needed 
the cabinet would become too un- 
wieldy for efficiency and the gov- 
ernment too expensive to run.

It Is Time for Voters 


as well as Public Office Holders 
| To Become Alarmed 


I bave asked each of you to follow a 


most careful and frugal policy with respect to 


commitments and expenditures...” 


« That is the prudent and sensible statement of the 
President of the United States to his Cabinet officers 
and agency heads. It is a viewpoint with which few 
would disagree, no matter what political party claims 
their support. 


And yet, despite this, some agencies and depart- 
ments of the government (the Rural Electrification 
Administration is a glaring example) persist in con- 
tinued and even bigger spending. The Rural Electrifi- 


cation Administration has announced a policy of : 
expanded loans for generating plants and super-trans- : 


mission systems for the electric co-ops. One such has 
been announced for Alabama of over $20,000,000— 
that to the Alabama Electric Cooperative, to which 
Alabama Power Company has been supplying power 
for many years. There is no question of the adequacy 
or quality of this power supply. There can be no 
question about the ability of Alabama Power Company 
to supply any additional power the co-op can need in 
the foreseeable future and, with income tax taken into 
consideration, with benefit to the government. 


The effect of this socialistic trend upon the electric 
utility industry should alarm citizens in every walk of 
life. There is no need for the federal government to 
install great generating units and transmission lines 
to serve present or future industries by cooperatives. 
Power is available now and for the foreseeable future 
for all such purposes, at rates far below what the co-op 
would have to charge if it paid a realistic cost of its 
capital funds and paid: taxes equivalent to those paid 
by investor-owned, tax-paying utilities, 


‘Some idea of how those who espouse socialization 
of the supply of electric power also manage to extend 
their goals into other areas of business is given by 
these examples: 


The Act creating the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, in addition to authorizing loans for the con- 
struction of electric lines and power plants, also 
authorizes, at the same 2% rate of interest, loans “for 
the purpose of financing the wiring of premises of 
persons in rural areas and the acquisition and installa- 
tion of electrical and plumbing appliances and 
equipment.” 


Here is a further devious excursion of the govern- 
ment into fields far removed from the original REA 
policy of permitting such loans only for “farmsteads 
and rural residences.” 


“And equipment” has now been extended by government-in-wusi- 
ness advocates far beyond the obvious intent of Congress, to authorize 
loans to rural electric cooperatives (at 2%, remember) such as: 


@ $280,000 for relending to a local company 
to install equipment and machinery in re- 
storing its burned-out millwork plant and to 
another company growing and processing 


seed potatoes; 


@ $25,000 for relending to a company for 
purchase and installation of gravel-crushing 


and washing machinery; 


@ $30,000 for relending to a resort area for 
the purchase of a snow-making machine! 


There undoubtedly are ovhers. 


The co-ops should be réquired to pay the govern- 
ment an interest rate equivalent to that which the 
government must pay on its bonds, instead of a mere 
2% (only half as much as you expect to get on your 
savings account), and the co-ops should be required 
to pay, or required to include in their costs the same 
federal and state income taxes that all other business 
and individuals must pay; and not being so required, 
it is glaringly obvious that the proposed loan to the 
Alabama Electric Cooperative is not “in the public 
interest.” 


When a government agency, or a governmentally 
subsidized one such as the co-ops, operates an income- 
tax-free business, government revenues permanently 
are reduced. Thus the use of government funds to 
build unneeded electric generating plants and trans- 
mission facilities is not constructive, but is destructive. 


The inevitable result is to make up the difference by 
increasing the already heavy income taxes on those 
who DO pay income taxes. . 


President Kennedy also has wondered, it is reported, 
why business should feel that members of his admin- 
istration are hostile to business, Could you want a 
stronger example than the loan policy of the Rural 
Electrification Administration, whose deliberations are 
conducted under a cloak of secrecy? 


We think it is time for citizens to speak out to 
their elected representatives in protest against such 
unnecessary government expenditures; against secrecy 
im matters where the taxpayer’s money is involved, 
against income tax favoritism, and against government 
loans at an interest rate lower than the government 
has to pay.

Prepara- 
tions are being made to put 
an experimental 34-inch satel- 
lite into space this spring. The 
Bell System, in to-operation 
with the National Aeronautics 
Space Administration, will 
beam telephone calls, data and 
television signals via this 
space vehicle.

ition problems which are of 
ineréeasitig concern to many citi- 
zens of Shelby County. These 
problems are currently being less 
well met than many other phases 
of érivironmental sanitation. While 
unsatisfactory garbage handling 
may not be as severe a threat to 
man’s health as water supply and 
food protection, it is of public 
health significence. Careless and 
slipshod practices in the storage 
of refuse. at its many sources in 
a community frequently contribute 
greatly to the populations of 
houseflies and rats, both of which 
are potential carriers of human 
diseases. Where open dumping is 
practiced these sites frequently 
support large populations of flies, 
rats and sometimes  semi-wild 
dogs. The latter »increase the 
threat of rabies. In addition to 
the actual disease threats created 
by poor refuse practices, people 
are becoming increasingly aware 
of the’ general unsightliness in 
volved. Also, where open dumping 
is accompanied by burning, and 
this is a common practice, the air 
pollution and odor problems are 
greatly increased. Since burning 
is also a fire hagard it should not 
be done either at disposal sites or 
on. private premises. 


Many methods have been sug- 
gested and tried for the ultimate 
disposal of mixed refuse contain- 
ing garbage and other materials. 
A careful anaylsis of the prob- 
lefis involved, including economic 
consideration, has lead to the firm 
conviction that the sanitary land- 
fill method is the most satisfac- 
tory from all standpoints for 
Shelby County. 


‘+. There ‘are ten municipalities in 


the county, the majority of these 
collect refuse with varying de- 
grees of frequency and efficiency. 
There are an estimated 4,000 
homes in subdivision developments 
or on relatively small lots situated 
in unincorporated areas -in the 
county. All refuse is presently 
disposed of by open dumping, 
some of the towns having estab- 
lished dumps and others along 
with the developed communities 
using scattered unauthorized sites. 
There are some collection services 
presently provided by private 
haulers, financed by charging in- 
dividual fees. The routes served 
by this method lie mainly in the 
Cahaba Valley area and include 
some degree of collection service 
for a few of the small incorpara- 
ted towns. The type of equipment 
and method of disposal are not 
regulated. The fee is usually $1.50 
per month for weekly collection. 
From these facts it is readily seen 
that refuse practices generally in 
the county should be described as 
haphazard and unsatisfactory. The 
main ifficulties appear to lie in 
‘he fact practically none of the 
municipalities are large enough to 
finance adequate collection and 


that many portions of the county 
are being rapidly developed as 
suburban residential areas without 
benefit of any publicly. financed 
refuse service. Even in the more 
sparsely settled areas the resi- 
dents have no designated satisfac- 
tory sites for disposal of their 
refuse. The rural schools are gen- 
erally without any satisfactory 
collection or disposal service. The 
general condition «has resulted in 
much scattering of refuse along 
roadsides and even the roadside 
parks in the county are in bad 
condition in regard to refuse.

When the Court was established, it was feared 
by some that it would be a heavy drain on the 
‘inancial Revenues of the County. 

In 1960, the net Revenue accruing to the County 
‘as in excess of $20,000.00, and the year 1961, the 
ines and fees accruing to the County are $29,412.28, 


Report Of The Shelby County Law And 
Equity Court For The Year 1961 


After paying the Salary of the Judge, there is » 
balance of $22,912.28, accruing to the County, and’ 
this does not include the value of the work of the 
Convicts on the Roads in 1961. 


The County has also had the benefit of 24000 
Man Hours of labor of Convicts on the Roads of- 
the County in 1961, which at the rate of $1.00 
per hour (the minimum wage rate) amounts to 
$24,000.00. 

It is thus clearly proven that the County has 
benefitted from the Revenue from the Court for 
the Calendar Year 1961, in excess of $40,000.00, 
after payments of the Salary of the Judge, the 
County Solicitor’s Salary and Convict Superintend- 
ent or Guard for persons while at work, and all 
charges against the County in relation to the Court. 


Jt should be borne in mind that Courts are not. 
set up as Revenue measures, but when a Court 
actually does produce far more than it’s operating- 
material gains for the 


expenses and results in 


County, the result is gratifying. 

Thix. Court is open at all times for the transac— 
tion of business, and’ the Judge is on call at all 
times, day and night, to pass on matters presented 
to him. 

In administering the Criminal Laws, two prin- 
cipal elements are involved, viz: 

1. The punishment of the Offender. 
2. Protection of the Public. 

For instance if an Offender is guilty of driving: 
an automobile while Intoxicated, he is a menace: 
and danger to all who travel the Highways, andi 


the Public should be protected from this menace. 
And this is true of many other violations of the 
Cr minal Laws of the State. 

Another element in administering the Criminaf 
Laws is a speedy trial and punishment of an Of- 
fender. 

Some have been told that the Judge and County 


Solicitor will be entitled to a Pension when they 
serve a given time, not specified, but there is no 
provision of Law for Pensions in connection with 
the Court. 

There have been some complaints about the cost 
in Criminal cases before the Court. The costs are 
set up by Statute, and were fixed by five (5) or 
six (6) Laws enacted by the Legislature in 1957, 
but they did not become effective until 1959. 


The Solicitor’s fee provided by Law in Criminal 
cases goes to the County, and not to the Soliciter,, 
who is also on Salary, as is the Judge.

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The most exciting news in 
Washington this week was also 
the most exciting development in 
the entire nation -- that is, the 
successful orbital flight of -Ma- 
rine Colonel John H. Glenn, Jr. 

Although the House and Senate 
were in session on the day of the 
famous astronaut’s flight, period- 
id reports of the orbit were re- 
ceived in both chambers. Needless 
to say, it was difficult at times 
for the members to concentrate on 
the legislative duties at hand. 

The House of Representatives 
took time out from its regular 
business to unanimously. adopt a 
resolution extending the warm 
wishes and congratulations of 
Congress to Astronaut Glenn. In 
the Senate, tension and excitement 
reached such a pitch that it be- 
came evident in the early after- 
noon that no further business 
could be accomplished. Consequent- 
ly, the majority leader announced 
to an almost deserted chamber at 
2:30 p.m. that the Senate would 
siand adjourned. 

House adjournment for the day 
‘ame at 4:44 p.m., after the mem- 
bership had labored through de- 
bate and vote on a temporary debt 
limit increase and passed the Col. 
Glenn resolution. 

-Urban Affairs Defeated - 

On Wednesday of last week, the 
House of Representatives dealt 
the Administration its first major 
defeat of the year by rejecting a

proposal to create a cabinet-level 
Department of Urban Affairs and 
Housing. A motion to disapprove 
the reorganization plan that pro- 
vided for the new department 
carried on a vote of 264 to 150. 

While it had been predicted that 
the House would turn down the 
plan, it was generally agreed that 
the Senate would support it. So 
a move was made on Tuesday to 
vote on the measure in the Sen- 
ate first. in hope that a favorable 
yote would influence some House 
members. But the attempt to by- 
pass committee consideration and 
bring it directly to the Senate 
floor failed. 

Since reorganization plans are 
killed automatically if either 
chamber of Congress votes to re- 
ject them within 60 days from the 
time they are submitted, the 
House action defeats the urban 
affairs proposal without the ne- 
cessity of further consideration by 
the Senate. 

As I pointed out last week, most 
of us who opposed creation of an 
urban affairs and housing depart- 
ment did so because we felt the 
|plan. was too expensive, would 
| place too much power in the hands 
‘of one government official, would 
|provide the means of forcing ra- 
cial integration in all public hous- 
ling, and would usurp the rights 
lof municipalities, in addition to 
|creating additional government 
bureaucrary.

Refuse Disposal Major 
Concern To Citizens 


The storage, collection and ul- 
tigidte disposal of solid wastes 
malt up a set of environmental 
sanitation problems which are of 
inetedsitig concern to many citi- 
zens’ of Shelby County. These 
problems are currently being less 
well met than many other phases 
of érivironmental sanitation. While 
unsatisfactory garbage handling 
may not be as severe a threat to 
man’s health as water supply and 
food protection, it is of public 
health significence. Careless and 
slipshod practices in the storage 
of refuse at its many sources in 
a community frequently contribute 
greatly to the populations of 
houseflies and rats, both of which 
are potential carriers of human 
diseases. Where open dumping is 
practiced these sites frequently 
support large populations of flies, 
rats and sometimes  semi-wild 
dogs. The latter »increase the 
threat of rabies. In addition to 
the actual disease threats created 
by poor refuse practices, people 
are becoming increasingly aware 
of the’ general unsightliness in 
volved. Also, where open dumping 
is accompanied by burning, and 
this is a common practice, the air 
pollution and odor problems are 
greatly increased. Since burning 
is also a fire hagard it should not 
be done either at disposal sites or 
on. private premises. 


Many methods have been sug- 
gested and tried for the ultimate 
disposal of mixed refuse contain- 
ing garbage and other materials. 
A careful anaylsis of the prob- 
lefis involved, including economic 
consideration, has lead to the firm 
conviction that the sanitary land- 
fill method is the most satisfac- 
tory from all standpoints for 
Shelby County. 


++) Phere are ten municipalities in 


the county, the majority of these 
collect refuse with varying de- 
grees of frequency and efficiency. 
There are an estimated 4,000 
homes in subdivision developments 
or on relatively small! lots situated 
in unincorporated areas -in the 
county. All refuse is presently 
disposed of by open dumping, 
some of the towns having estab- 
lished dumps and others along 
with the developed communities 
using scattered unauthorized sites. 
There are some collection services 
presently provided by private 
haulers, financed by charging in- 
dividual fees. The routes served 
by this method lie mainly in the 
Cahaba Valley area and include

for a few of the small incorpara- 
ted towns. The type of equipment 
and method of disposal are not 
regulated. The fee is usually $1.50 
per month for weekly collection. 
From these facts it is readily seen 
that refuse practices generally in 
the county should be described as 
haphazard and unsatisfactory. The 
main ifficulties appear to lie in 
‘he fact practically none of the 
municipalities are large enough to 
finance adequate collection and 
disposal services, and in the fact 
that many portions of the county 
are being rapidly developed as 
suburban residential areas without 
benefit of any publicly. financed 
refuse service. Even in the more 
sparsely settled areas the resi- 
dents have no designated satisfac- 
tory sites for disposal of their 
refuse. The rural schools are gen- 
erally without any satisfactory 
collection or disposal service. The 
general condition «has resulted in 
much scattering of refuse along 
roadsides and even the roadside 
parks in the county are in bad 
condition in regard to refuse.

The County has also had the benefit of 24000

the County in 1961, which at the rate of $1.00 
per hour (the minimum wage rate) amounts te 
$24,000.00. 

It is thus clearly proven that the County has 
benefitted from the Revenue from the Court for

Jt should be borne in mind that Courts are not. 
set up as Revenue measures, but when a Court 
actually does produce far more than it’s operating= 
material gains for the: 


expenses and results in 


County, the result is gratifying. 

This Court is open at all times for the transac— 
tion of business, and’ the Judge is on call at all 
times, day and night, to pass on matters presented 
to him. 

In administering the Criminal Laws, two prin—- 


cipal elements are involved, viz: 


1, The punishment of the Offender. 
2. Protection of the Public. 


For instance if an Offender is guilty of driving: 
an automolile while Intoxicated, he is a menace: 
and danger to all who travel the Highways, andi 
the Fublic should be protected from this menace- 
And this is true of many other violations of the 


Cyminal Laws of the State. 


Another element in administering the Criminaf 
Laws is a speedy trial and punishment of an Of- 
fender. 

Some have been told that the Judge and County” 
Solicitor will be entitled to a Pension when they 
serve a given time, not specified, but there is ne 
provision of Law for Pensions in connection with 
the Court. 

There have been some complaints about the cost 
in Criminal cases before the Court. The costs are 
set up by Statute, and were fixed by five (5) or 
six (6) Laws enacted by the Legislature in 1957, 
but they did not become effective until 1959. 


The Solicitor’s fee provided by Law in Criminal 
cases goes to the County, and not to the Soliciter,, 
who is also on Salary, as is the Judge.

DISTRICT SOIL 
CONSERVATION 
NEWS 


Many District cooperators are 
taking advantage of cost-sharing 
by the Shelby County Agricultura! 
Stabilization Committee to estab- 
lish needed soil and water conser- 
vation practices. Half of the 24 
permanent practice referrals re- 
ceived from ACS this week by the 
Soil Conservation Service have 
been on farms of district cooper- 
ators. Some of the other farmers 
will soon become cooperators, if 
the usual pattern is followed. 

Already in the hands of the Soil 
Conservation Service for the nec 
essary site investigation, design, 
and layout are requests from tar 
mers for 10 ponds, 11 waterholes, 
l vegetated waterway, and three 
drainage systems. Four of the 
ponds are for a new typ intend- 
ed for use of wildlife and fish. 
The other ponds and, waterholes 
are, of course, for the use of live- 
stock to permit the rotation of 
| Rrazing so that a good vegetative 
|cover can be, maintained to pre- 
| vase erosion that follows over- 
| grazing. 

Almost a full year’s pond and 
lake work is already scheduled by 
the local workunit of SCS, since 
|there are many other jobs of con 
servation in which this small staff 
|help the district cooperators. 
The—largest—lake—planned—for 
1962 is a Class 5 dam formine : 
|! ke thirty feet deep and about 
|30 acres in size, cooperator Georr

ENROUTE WITH WALLACE 
~~ Supporters of gubernatorial as- 
pirant George Wallace presently 
claim that if the election was held 
today the Clayton judge would 
once again make a runoff. 

And a check with the urban and 
branchhead electorate across Ala- 
bama will just about bear out this 
opinion, Because there seems to 
be no doubt that Wallace has a 
substantial following among both 
the city and farm folk. 

During the past several weeks 
of what has been termed a “so-far 
dull” . governor’s.-campaign,’ Wal- 
lace has not been spending much 
time at the grassroots level. He 
has been concentrating all his ef- 
forts in the county seats trying 
to consolidate this heavy vote to 
go along with what he expects 
from the branchheads. 

Wallace’s advocates claim this 
really not-yet-sought-after coun- 
try vote “is a tie-over from his 
1958 campaign.” However, Wal- 
lace insists the reason he feels he 
is fairly strong in the rural areas 
is “because while the other candi- 
dates were thinking about that 
vote, I have been out there lining 
it up for the past three years.” 

Consequently, Wallace appears 
confident—that—many— of his -’58 
campaign rural supporters will 
stay with him once again instead 
of turning toward someone else 
as a number of political observers 
earlier believed, 

His talks in the big county 
seats before civic and organiza- 
tional groups and rallies have 
been centered around industry; 
segregation; road building; at- 
tacking the state’s liquor agent 
system; etc. His present plans are 
to “play the issues down the line” 
during the entire campaign. 

Meanwhile, former Gov. James 
Folsom has been promising rural 
voters if he is elected governor 
he plans to ask the next legisla- 
ture to set up a fund which would 
allow financially-unable students 
who want to go to college to bor- 
row the money from the state and 
sign a note to repay the money 
after graduation. 

Folsom also has been telling 
people in the county seats that 
it is his wish to establish another 
state college in Mobile. The school 
would be similar to the one now 
in Jacksonville.

A bill designed to help com- 
bat the unemployment problem 
throughout the nation -- the Man- 
power Development and Training 
Act -- was approved overwhem- 
ingly by the House of Represen- 
tatives last week. 

Passed with strong bipartisan 
support, the bill sets up an ex- 
tensive program of vocational 
school and on-the-job training for 
jobless workers whose skills have 
been made obsolete because of au- 
tomation and technological chang- 
es. The program represents a new 
approach to the problem of mas- 
sive unemployment. It is based on 
the conclusion that an increasing 
amount of unemployment in the 
United States is due to complete 
elimination of jobs rather than 
temporary business slumps. Thus, 


it attacks the problem through 
vocational training in state schools 
and on the job, rather than 
‘through further extension of un- 
employment payments. 

As proposed in the House-ap- 
proved bill, the program will be 
operated on a federal-state basis 
and will provide retraining for 
about 400,000 workers over a two- 
year period at an estimated cost 
of $263 million.

Veterans May Buy 
Low Cost Insurance 


More than three million veter- 
uns holding National Service Life 
Insurance (USLI) still have the 
opportunity of buying a low cost 
total disability income ‘rider for 
their GI policies. 

This rider was first offered to 
veterans in November of 1958. 
|Since that time nearly 800,000 of 
the 4.5 ‘million policyholders eli- 
rible have applied for the rider, 
John D, Chapman, Contact" Officer 
at the VA Regional Office in 
Montgomery, said today. 

Those policyholders who have 
/bought this rider and who become 
totally disabled from any cause 
hefore age 60 and while their ri- 
der is in effect will receive a 
monthly income of $10 for each 
$1,000 face value of their policies. 

Payments will continue for the 
duration of the disability regard- 
jless of its length, Chapman point- 
ed out.
